AL-'UTAYBAH ON OIL WEAPON, AFFECT OF SIBERIAN PIPELINE

[Interview granted to AL-BAYAN by Mani’ Sa'id al-'Utaybah, UAE petroleum 
and natural resources minister and current OPEC chairman, in Abu Dhabi-- 
date not given] 


[Excerpts] [Question] Why is priority given to the petroleum that comes 
from outside OPEC, and is this part of a campaign against the organization? 
Who leads this campaign? 


[Answer] Of course this campaign is led by the consumer states, their aim 

is to weaken the collective bargzining power of the OPEC states in order to 
damage them and make them unable to achieve the just demands of their peoples 
in obtaining a suitable price for their resources--which are running dry--or 
their attempt to prolong the age of these resources in order to preserve part 
of them for upcoming generations. 


There is another side to this issue. The exporting states outside OPEC do 
not abide by a fixed or clear and defined price. Their prices are subject to 
supply and demand and to the market situation. This encourages buyers 
because they can obtain immediate prices that are less than official OPEC 
prices. 


[Question] On the Arab level oil is a very important strategic commodity 

for the world's economy. Thus, this strategic commodity could become a 
political power that can legally be used. However, the curie t circumstances 
of the oil market and excessi e production have reduced the Irtance of 
this strategic commodity. How can we make oil an effective political power 
in our international relations. 


[Answer] Oil is indeed a power. It is a political and economic weapon and 
just as the coin has two faces, oil has a political and economic face. It 

is not possible under any circumstances to separate the two faces. I believe 
that the current situation in the market, which is a relaxed situation, 
provides us with a suitable opportunity to think together, as Arabs, of the 
rea‘ capabilities of our oil as an effective political and economic power 

in \he world and in our international relations. 














i stressed several times several years ago that we must avoid improvisation 
and sentimentalism as we search for the ideal means to use our oil as an 
effective tool in dealing with the outside world. If we associate our view 
of our oil with sentimental issues or temporary and selfish stands, we then 
sentence this weapon to failure. It is well known that if the sword is not 
placed in its scabbard at one time and withdrawn at another it loses its 
value either by becoming rusty or by losing its effectiveness. I have 
followed the recent press argument on whether oil is a political tool or a 
political weapon. I frankly say that oil is a political tool and a political 
weapon as much as it is an economic tool and an economic weapon. However, 
the important thing is to know how to handle this weapcn and how to use it. 
We had a try when this weapon was us u politically in 1973. It had marvelous 
results that were admitted by the entire world. 


However, as I said previously oil cannot become a tool for threats only. 

In circumstances that are different from those of 1973, the October War, 

oil must be used as a tool to attract and gain friends and even more friends 
for the Arab nation. 


[Question] Western Europe is increasingly relying chiefly on Soviet gas, 
particularly after signing agreements on receiving gas through the Siberian 
pipeline. Will this affect Arab and OPEC oil and gas in the future and is 
gas one of the factors pressuring the market? 


[Answer] I agree with you that gas is considered a competitive energy 

source at the present time. The gas produced in Mexico and Canada that has 
been going to the United States resulted in reducing the U.S. oil demand. 

This also applies to other gas sources that come from outside Europe and even 
from OPEC itself. With regard to the Soviet gas pipeline, we have no objec- 
tion if other states want to pursue the policies they deem necessary for their 
interests. As far as OPEC is concerned we are not scared by Soviet ga or 

oil because the oil demand of the Eastern Bloc will increase in the future 
once the surplus diminishes. The Easterm Bloc will buy oil from OPEC states 
and from the free market as happened in the years 1977-80. 


What remans is the political and strategic issue of this step which concerns 
the peoples and governments of Western Europe and their view of relations 
with the East. This takes the issue out of OPEC's framework to wider fields 
of East-West relations. 

[Question] It has been said that some OPEC members are considering the 
establishment of a gas organization that is similar to OPEC. To what extent 
has this idea developed? 


[Answer] We see no need to establish a new organization for gas. OPEC 
states are petroleum and gas producers. We believe that OPEC is capable of 
dealing with gas affairs. This is actually happening now, though it is not 
in as advanced a stage as petroleum is.

SOVIET MISSILES PHOTOGRAPHED AT KABUL AIRPORT 
Vienna PROFIL in German No 8, 22 Feb 82 p 32 


[Text] As the Boeing 707 of Afghan Aryana Airlines took off from Kabul 
Airport, the passengers saw something, which was at first nothing unusual, 
out of their windows, that is, Russian military airplanes and helicopters 
parked quietly off the runway. However, after the first sight, a passenger 
discerned the contour of a military installation well back in the sandy 
desert, and he pressed the button on his camera a couple of times. 


These pictures which PROFIL published exclusively in Austria were a sensa- 
tion for Western intelligence services: Six missiles could be recognized 
in unusually sharp focus, arranged in the shape of a star; that is, Soviet 
type SA-2 ground-to-air missiles surrounded by an earthwork wall. Close 
by are the buildings of the command center and a radar station. 


In the midst of these missiles there is a trench in which military experts 
believe they recognize, first of all, the notorious SS 20, the long-range 
missile against which NATO would like to defend itself by stationing 
Pershing and cruise missiles in Europe. However, after careful study, 

the experts in the Pentagon dismissed this unusual documentary photograph. 


The "Big Bertha” in the midst of the missiles, which was prematurely taken 
to be the SS 20, is believed to be only a component of the electronic 
guidance equipment. 


Last week, the Soviets, together with the Afghan Army, achieved a victory 
over the rebels with conventional arms. The city of Qandahar which was 
occupied for a long time by the rebels is again firmiy in Russian hands.

EX-PRIME MINISTER KHALIL DISCUSSES CAMP )AVID, MUBARAK'S APPROACH 
London AL-HAWADITH in Arabic No 1309, 4 Dec 81 pp 27-29 


[Interview with ex-Prime Minister Dr Mustafa Khalil by Huda al-Husayni; 
"Mustafa Khalil to AL-HAWADITH: Self-Rule Is Solution in Absence of Alterna- 
tive Plan for Palestinian Issue; We Are With Prince Fahd if He Can Make His 
Plan Successful, Else There Is Nothing Other Than Camp David; Damascus Will 
not Accept Any Solution for Palestinians Before Golan Problem Is Settled; 
Egyptian Army Is not Mercenary Army To Wage Arab Wars in Which Arabs Don't 
Take Part;'"'date and place not specified] 


[Text] Among the Egyptian names projected to play important roles at the out- 
set of President Husni Mubarak's term, the name of ex-Prime Minister Dr Must- 
afa Khalil, who holds new the position of deputy chairman of the ruling Na- 
tional Party's foreign affairs, figures prominently. 


It is said in Cairo that Dr Khalil is oneof the most prominent candidates for 
the chairmanship of the next cabinet or for the party chairmanship if Presi- 
dent Mubarak decides to content himself with the position of president of the 
republic and supreme commander of the armed forces. 


Before beginning my interview with him, Dr Mustafa Khalil warned me of the 
consequences of an interview with him, saying: "Remember that the last inter- 
view Salim al-Lawzi conducted was with me. I have been deeply grieved and 
pained by his death. Therefore, take my advice and skip your interview with 
me." 


I turned on the tape recorder and shook my head several times so that his 
warning may not influence my thoughts and confuse me. To convince myself that 

I had rid myself of the influence of his warning on me and my fate, I conducted 
an interview with Ibrahim Shukri, the chairman of the opposition Labor Party, 
on the following day. 


Anyway, I have conducted this interview in which Dr Mustafa Khalil discvssed 
Prince Fahd's initiative at length just before convocation of the Fez Arab 


summit which met for 4 hours in the city of Fez. 


Following is the text of the interview: 
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[Question] As long as the Arab states have their position vis-a-vis Egypt 

and as long as che Egyptian opposition parties have relations with these 

States, can the ruling National Party, in agreement with the opposition parties, 
initiate a dialogue with the Arab states? 


[Answer] My personal viewpoint is that this is a pan-Arab problem. I say this 
with utter pain and sxdness. The Arab states are the ones who have adopted 
this position towar. .svpt. They are the ones who started severing both poli- 
tical and economic ations with Egypt. This happened when I was in the cabi- 
net. On the other 4 ad, we did not respond hastily and sever our relations. 

In some cases, we le. : our ambassador where he was until he was subjected to 
insults and then withdrew him. We refused and fought the transfer of the Arab 
League from Egypt. A disagreement erupted and it was said in this disagreement 
that Egypt strayed from the Arab line. Here, I want to be utterly clear and 
irank. We say Arab solidarity. I wish to understand the meaning of Arab soli- 
darity. So far, I am still perplexed. What is the meaning of Arab solidarity? 
Does it mean that we meet at a summit and that the majority of this summit im 
pose its opinion on Egypt in matters concerning "zypt's sovereignty and its 
national aspirations or does Arab solidarity mean that we develop a unified 
opinion or policy toward another issue, such as the Palestinian issue? 





I have two issues: The issue of the occupied Sinai territories and the Pales- 
tinian issue. We exerted big efforts for this [Palestinian] issue and were 
confronted with the slogans of a holy war. But we are people who have tried 
war four times. Let us consider the 1973 war. As soon as victory was achieved 
in the first 12 days of that war, NATO weapons poured into Israel and the gap 
was developed. At that point, President al-Sadat said: "I will not fight the 
United States." 


Supposing, for the sake of argument, that the Egyptian army did reach the Sinai 
borders and that it did manage to push back the Israeli army, I believe that 
in such a case we would not have been allowed to advance a single inch or a 
single centimeter within Israel's borders. The army would have received one 
of the familiar ultimatums or it would have been pushed back by force because 
the most we could do in the war as Egyptians was to liberate the Sinai terri- 
tories. Thus, we were asked to continue the war in order to solve the Pales- 
tinian issue, even though the most we could do was to liberate the Sinai. If 
we keep in mind that we were defending a pan-Arab cause, then it was the duty 
of the Arabs to support that war. What does supporting the war mean? It 
means supporting it with money, equipment and men. If impossible, then with 
men and equipment. If equipment is ‘possible, then with money. But if it is 
impossible to support with any of the turee and if Egypt is required to should- 
er the entire burden, i.e. money, mei and equipment, then I believe honestly 
that the Egyptian army will not function as a mercenary army to solve a pvrob- 
lem in which the other Arabs do not participate. It was the duty of the 
Arabs, who are rich, to know the costs of aircraft and to know Egypt's needs. 
Had they known this, the issue would have become a pan-Arab issue and all ef- 
forts would have been united to enable the Egyptian army to attain a [certain] 
standard, keeping in mind that it was impossib’2 to liberate any part beyond 
the Sinai.

France is still paying the pensions of its troops from its colonies who were 
killed in World War I and World War II. We lost 50,000 troops in the 1967 war. 
Egypt alone shoulders the burden of their pensions. No Arab state has parti- 
cipated in this responsibility. So, why do you say Arab solidarity? Is it a 
solidarity to solve an issue or repel a danger facing the Arab nation? At 
present, the Arab nation is torn apart. We are all aware of the division in 
the Maghreb between Morocco, Algeria and Libya, between South and North Yemen 
and between Iraq and Syria. Is Egypt responsible for this division? Not at 
all. Shouid these countries meet in this state of division, will Arab solidar- 
ity emerge as a result? 


So, from what ranks has Egypt strayed? 


When Egypt despaired of agreement among the Arabs to solve any issue, it found 
that it had to take the initiative to solve the issue. 


I want to give you as an example the Soviet aggression against Afghanistan. 
Where is Arab solidarity toward this issue? Now there is polarization between 
the camps of the two superpowers and some Arab states have refused to condemn 
the Soviet aggression while others have done so. 


What is the Arabs’ position vis-a-vis the Iraq-Iran war? 


Afghanistan poses danger to the Gulf. The Soviet presence in Afghanistan may 
extend to Pakistan and Iran and this presence poses a danger to the Gulf states 
and this is of prime importance to us. 


Therefore, as persons who think objectively, we must set criteria to the mean~ 
ing o. Arab solidarity. Tell us what are this solidarity's criteria. Do 
these criteria mean that we either swim together or sink together? No. We 

say that we embarked upon the initiative and we say that we are trying to solve 
the Palestinian issue and the Egyptian issue. We have not relinquished the 
Palestinian issue. Let we underline and stress this: We have not relinquished. 
We formulated the soiucion possible at that time. The Arab states are the ones 
that have taken this position vis-a-vis Egypt, and it ts regrettable. Let me 
give you an example: When Prince Fahd announced his initiative, we supported 
it. Egypt could have said: No, we reject it and cling to Camp David. In- 
stead, we said: We support any initiative or any interpretation that could 

be approved by the Arab sides. We did not ask them to support the Egyptian 
initiative. At the very least, they should not antagonize Egypt and weakens. 
its position; they should have waited to see the results. But the Arabs jumped 
to conclusions and severed their relations with Egypt. 


Let us now return to the parties. If I were with the opposition, would I go 
and extend bridges with the parties in the Arab countries? What parties? What 
Arab countries have parties? Parties in the Arab countries represent their 
governments. The governments have antagonized my country. So what can I go 
and say as an opposition party? There is no place for such a thing. From a 
national position, I say that there is no justification for the Egyptian op- 
position parties to go to the other Arab states. I believe that the opposi- 
tion parties would be very shortsighted if they respond to the [claim] that

the other Arab states support the opposition parties in Egypt. If I were 

with the opposition, I would reject thi~ support because the time has come for 
the Arab countries to establish their releztions on an objective and rational 
basis and not on the basis of acts founded upon the views of the rulers. 





[Question] Now that you have touched on Camp David and Prince Fahd's initia- 
tive in the preceding answer, President Mubarak said yesterday that Camp David 
will remain the basis for making the Palestinians choose the rule they want. 
Isn't this in conflict with your support for Fahd's initiative? 


[Answer] No. You have given me a very good opportunity to explain something 
important. So far, Camp David is the only document by which Israel has abided 
and in which it has recognized the Palestinian people and acknowledge that there 
is a Palestinian issue to be solved in a certain way. 


Unless there is another document providing a solution to the Palestinian issue, 
it is better to maintain this agreement and to try as hard as we can to. put it 
within the framework of its correct concept which was embraced in the negotia- 
tions by the Egyptian delegation. If other initiatives, such as the European 
initiatve of Prince Fahd's initiative develop, then it is our cpinion that 
these initiatives should proceed without mentioning Camp David [as published] 
and along a line parallel to it. 


I have studied Prince Fahd's initiative in detail, and it must be studied. 
This initiative differs in several points from Camp David. Camp David is, 
as we know, based on resolutions 242 and 338. We all know why the Palestin- 
ians reject Camp David and why they rej2cted Resolution 242. It is because 
they do not deal with the Palestinian issue politically and from the angle 
of the issue of a people with their rights. But the Camp David treaty calls 
for the establishment of complete self-rule, for self-determination after 5 
years, for th: transfer of government to an elected council in order to end 
the Israeli military occupation and for other principles contained in the 
treaty. This makes it completely different from the UN resolutions in this 
regard. 


Prince Fahd's initiative is completely different from the previous Arab posi- 
tion. It is different in that it renounces war as a means to settle the con- 
flict. This is a fundamental chanze which w must understand. It means that 
we say that the solution to the issue will be through peaceful means and not 
through war. I believe that this is compatible with the nature of the times 
because policy is influenced by the time and the circumstances under which any 
decision is made. 


Does the peaceful solution come by involving Europe in it as a middleman or 
by taking the matter into my own hands? This is because a peaceful solution 
means negotiation. Will the initiative maker negotiate or not or will the 
peaceful solution come by having the UN issue resolutions calling on Israel 
to withdraw from all the occupied territories, making the UN the custodian, 
establishing the Palestinian state in the West Bank and Gaza and then hand- 
ing over this state to the Palestinian as a "peeled egg" from the United 
Nations?

If this were possible, then we would be the first to want it because it would 
Save us the trouble of the negotiations and ot everything else and because 
the issue would be solved. But the positions of the parties to the conflict, 
namely Israel, Jordan, Jyria and the PLO, are different. 


In my opinion, Syria has stood as an obstacle in the face of the Palestinians, 
or rather that Syria cannot see a solution to the Palestinian issue without 

a solution to the Golan issue. Therefore, Syria will try to obstruct a solu- 
tion to the Palestinian people's problem that doesn't include a solution to the 
Golan issue. 


Here, Prince Fahd's initiative, along with the European initiative, can estab- 
lish an understanding on the Golan issue as a preliminary means for eliminating 
an obstacle from the path of the Palestinians to solve their problem--namely 
the obstacle of Syria and the Soviet Union. 


Moreover, supposing Prince Fahd's initiative ends in a deadlock--a deadlock 
emerging in case he says he wants to go to the UN and encounters disagreement 
and a veto there--what would the alternative be? 


I say here that from the Egyptian viewpoint, Camp David is [will be] there. 


Let us think differently and see if Camp David can or cannot abserb the con- 
tents of Prince Fahd's initiative. 


There is no need for me to close my mind and insist that my initiative must 
move forward. Not at all, we say that if Prince Fahd can move forward with 
his initiative, then we approve it. But if his initiative fails to move for- 
ward, what will the situation be? 


We again ask: Can Camp David absorb [Fahd's initiative] and become the canopy 
for a new agreement? We say that this is possible. How? The prince wants 

the custodianship of the UN. The Camp David Standing Committee cana be expanded 
to become the custodian. 


He wants a shorter interim period. It is also possible for us to agree on this 
period. He wants to establish a Palestinian state. Why do we say self-rule? 
Because self-rule means the establishment of a political entity that can speak 
for the Palestinians in light of Israel's opposition to the PLO. So who will 
represent the Palestinians politically with the presence of this insurmountable 
obstacle? We say that they will be those elected freely by the Palestinians. 
No conditions have been imposed insofar as the caiididates ire concerned. This 
is a fundamental poi. in Camp David. A candidate for the elections‘can be 

any Palestinian. The meaning of "any Palestinian" is understood. When the 
Paiestinians elect their representatives, the politicalentity accepted by 
Israel and by Egypt, and which we hope will be accepted by the Arab states, 
will be subsequently established. This entity will enter into the negotiations 
with Israel for self-determination. Therefore, we can say that this politi- 
cal entity will get the right to self-determinaton with international con- 
sensus. I also say here that we must not jump to the issue of establishing or 
not establishing a Palestinian state because there are numerous options open 
to the Palestinian people who may decide that it is better for them to enter 
into a federal union with Jordan at the present time. 
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The independent state has its advantages and its shortcomings. First, it will 
be a state surrounded by Israel on three sides. This doesn't mean that I am 
against the independent state. I am only stating its pros and its cons. 
Therefore, this state will need land and air corridors to get to the external 
transport utilities [ports]. On the other hand, this state will be surrounded 
by Jordan [on the fourth side]. If I am to get my independence from Jordan 
and if there are no relations between me and Jordan, then I, as a future poli- 
tical or economic entity, will be under the influence [mercy] of Israel and 
Jordan. Therefore, my option, i.e. my relations with this or that party, will 
remain difficult. I can begin my relations with Jordan from now. The current 
economic situation in the West Bank and the divergence between the bank and 
[srael need to be organizeu. I have studied the water, labor, economic, agri- 
cultural, industrial and governmental situation where the Jordanian law used to 
be applied. What law will the new state apply? 


is means that there are numerous issues that need to be studied and this 
is why I say that creating the Palestinian entity is very important. This 
entity will choose after a time what it wants. It will balance matters, con- 
sider all circumstances, view the future interest of the Palestinian people 
and choose the best solutions. The issue is not just the issue of the present 
time but also the issue of the presence of 4 million Palestinians outside their 
country. What will their status be when the land is restored? The issue will 
not end with the mere establishmert of the Palestinian state. Rather, it is 
the future of the Palestinian people. The projected solution is the beginning, 
not the end, of the solution to the problen. 


I say here that Camp David opens the way. Camp David exists and we must in- 
sist on it for the reasons that I have mentioned. 


In any case, there will be no conflict over Camp David and Prince Fahd's 
initiative. We have declared our support for the European initiative and have 
supported the Venice Conference declaration. While holding negotiations in 
Haifa, I declared that if the UN issues a balanced resolution calling for 
Palestinian recognition of Israel, Israeli recognition of the legitimate 
Palestinian rights and for the right of self-determinaiion, we will support 
such a resolution. A crisis erupted at the time and the negotiations were 
suspended. I said to them [Israelis]: [presumably meaning negotiations] is 
closed. I also toldthem: This is our policy and our internal sovereignty. 
Insofar as solution of the Palestinian iss ~ is concerned, we are not under 
the custodianship of Israel. We solve it in accordance with the Egyptian 
conscience and with what this conscience believes to be good for solving tiie 
Palestinian issue. 


[Question] You submitted your resignation for this reason? 


[Answer] Not at all. Don't confuse the issues. This happenedin the middle 
of the negotiations. It was a disagreement between me and the Israeli side 
and on [as a result of] instructions by President al-Sadat. Before any round 
of negotiations, agreement was reached on the framework within which the 
negetiations were to proceed. Afterwards, the Egyptian negotiator had the 
full freedom to negotiate. This happened in the middle of a negotiating 
round. 
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[Question] But it so happened that you met for negotiations and disagreed 
and that you tendered your resignation in the wake of that disagreement. 


[Answer] No, there was no disagreement. President al-Sadat explained the 
matter in the MAYU issue of 28 September before his death. 


Whe President al-Sadat asked me to head the cabinet, it was not the first 
time he had done so. It is no secret that I declared my support for him 
from the moment he thought of going to Jerusalem. When he returned from Camp 
David, he summoned me and said: This time you cannot decline, you have to head 
the cabinet. He said something to me I will not be able to forget. He said: 
"I cannot stand by myself." I answered: "If this is how the issue is, then 
I am behind your excellency." However, I assured him that I was not seeking 
ministerial or other positions, and that I would stay for a certain period 
and a specific task and that when the task was completed, others more capable 
than me could continue. When the period and the task were completed, the 
need for my presence in the cabinet came to an end. 


[Question] Is they why he assumed the premiership? 


[Answer] Yes, this is exactly what happened. I have not concealed anything. 
We completed the negotiations on 15 May. Two months earlier, I had made a 
reservation at a Boston hospital to have my eyes checked. I reached full 
agreement with President al-Sadat that upon returning from the hospital I would 
assume the deputy chairmanship of the National Party for foreign affairs. I 
never had disagreement with al-Sadat because I fully supported al-Sadat's 

view and policies. 


[Question] Does this apply to President Husni Mubarak? 


[Answer] Of course. What is more, President Husni Mubarak was closer to 
President al-Sadat than me. 


[Question] But do you fully support President Mubarak's policy? 


[Answer] So far, President Mubarak has announced that he will follow the same 
line as that of President al-Sadat. I gave al-Sadat my full and uncondition- 
al support. At the same time, we must keep a fundamental point in mind, namely 
that any policy is formulated in a certain time and under certain circumstances. 
This means that when we say yes to President al-Sadat's policy, we are saying 
yes to the outline or general principles and not to the details. 


In details, man must follow his own conscience. If I believe that my con- 
science urges me to support a certain situation, then I support it. If I 
sence that my conscience makes me feel that I cannot accept a situation, then 
I will not disappear if I cannot change anything. 


So far, I support Husni Mubarak 100 percent and I have great confidence in hin. 
I have known him for 5 years. Before 1973, he was a military man and I have 
no relations with the military, except for my relatives. I always put a bar- 
rier between me and the military because I am against the politicians' inter- 
vention in the army and the army's intervention in politics. 
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However, the relationship started s'nce my presence in the Socialist Union 

and my contact with President al-Sadat, then during my presence in the National 
Sect.rity Council existing during the Camp David and then in the negotiations 
and in the party. Mubarak is distinguished by numerous qualities. I must 

say itrankly that we are not specialists in all branches of life but the dis- 
tinguishing quality of a man representing leadership in public life is that 

he listens and absorbs and that he has the foresight that enables him to dis- 
tinguish the right opinion from the wrong opinion and then to adopt the deci- 
Sion he can implement. 


These qualities apply to Husni Mubarak. I hide no secret from you when I tell 
you that when President al-Sadat asked me to assume the premiership, I urged 
that Husni Mubarak take the position. I was ready to support him. But al- 
Sadat said that Mubarak had a task and I had a different task. 


[Question] If Mubarak asks you to head the cabinet, will you.uestitate or 
agree? 


[Answer] I believe that to work as a harmonious and responsive team, we 

must first acknowledge that there is a leadership. This doesn't at all mean 
a dictatorial leadership but a leadership that can rally the people behind it 
and made the right decision which it is capable of implementing. It is the 
duty of all of us, both opposition parties and the National Party, to support 
President Mubarak. 


President Mubarak is absolutely free to select his aides and we must accept 
this willingly and gladly. At the same time, no one among us has the right to 
demand any position because the state is not a company in which we are part- 
ners. If we work with this spirit, and I do work with it, then we should let 
matters take their normal course. 


When President al-‘Sadat died, I immediately contacted President Husni Mubarak 
because the party's Political Bureau met in my absence. I was in Paris for 
medical treatment. The Political Bureau nominated President Mubarak. I im 
mediately returned to Egypt, contacted President Mubarak and told him: I 
support this nomination because things may be misunderstood. I stand behind 
you as I stood behind al-Sadat. I said this because I knew he was going to 
follow the same course. But the details differ accordiug to the circumstances 
and to the difference of personalities which make the methods different. 


[Question] This means that there is no piece of advice or a viewpoint which 
you would like to present to Mubarak. 


[Answer] I do not advise at all. I only sperk within the limits of my respon- 
sibility and of the tasks entrusted to me. At the meeting which President 
Mubarak convened for the Polit’cal Bureau, it was natural for me to express my 
view with utter freedom and utter objectivity, as I did in al-Sadat's day. 
President Husni Mubarak knows this about me. 


It is not advice. But opinions and viewpoints must be expressed on the issues 
Yaised. The president then makes the final decision. We must know the rules 
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of democratic action. Some countries embrace the theory of voting. But there 
is another theory which says that any decision must emanate from the consent 
of the entire group. 


[Question] Did you favor Egypt's participation in the [Fez] Arab summit? 


[Answer] No, because Egypt's participation at the present time +s useless. 
Moreover, I will never participate2 as an accused or condemmed party and I will 
never stand to apologize or justify my action. I am ready to extend my hand to 
whichever Arab country that extends its hand to me. But I am not prepared to 
go to any country to justify what I have done, to apologize for what I have 
done or to try to persuade that country that what I have done is right. 


[Question] But President Mubarak has declared that he is ready to go to Saudi 
Arabia and some other Arab countries if he is compelled to explain Egypt's 
policy. Do you support him [in this] or do you stand by your opinion? 


[Answer] Here, the question of details arises. I speak because I took part 

in this decision and carried the responsibility of implementing it fully. The 
entire text of the Camp David provisions was received by telex and then answered. 
President Husni Mubarak and myself were in charge of this operation and I was 
fully responsible for the Egyptian-Israeli treaty. This is why I say that I 

am personally completely convinced that what I did was right. I am not ready 

to go and apologize, even if I were holding an official position. Here, there 

is a discrepancy: If I were holding an official position and I were asked 

to go apologize, explain and so forth, I would refuse and I would not agree. 


If they want us to enter the new phase, then they are welcome. The president 


has told me: Let us turn over the leaf of the past. This is what should be 
done. Turn the leaf of the past and discuss what exists at present.

WRITER PRAISES REVOLUTION, DEMOCRACY, NATEONALISM

[Interview with Ihsan 'Abd-al-Qaddus by Sana' al-Sa'id: "A Frank Conversation 
with Ihsan "Abd-al-Qaddus: It Is Not True That Sex Dominates My Writing"] 


LText/ Inhsen ‘Abd-al-Qaddus has not changed. He is still the way he has been all 
through life, combining a practical life style with copious expansive thought. One 
cannot conduct a conversation with him on just one topic. He is a discursive 
writers; talking with him takes you down various by-ways of politics, ideas, 
journalism and life es a whole. Being discursive has imposed many responsibilities 
on him; he has been a political official and a journalistic officiel, and he has 
had the job of writing stories. Therefore anyone who proceeds to converse with 
him must wonder what the conversation will turn into. Ihsan ‘Abd-al-Qaddus has 
written, authored, skirmished with life and contributed many bright intellectual 
flourishes. Ihsan still amazes us to this day with his sudden youthful exuberance. 
He is a mixture of sentiments and feelings; es for anxiety, that covers the wells 
of his life. 


Ihsan here denies the charges some people heave directed against him, foremost 
among them the accusetion that an obsession with sex dominates his stories, that 
his characters are immersed in materialism and a flirtation with anarchism, that a 
large segment of what he writes helps keep the mind absent from the real state of 
affairs in Egypt and that the class that interests him is the aristocracy. 


Ihsan ‘Abd-al-Qaddus: There is no basis of truth in this. All there is to it is 
that I am a writer who is devoted to truth and freedom. I love frankness and 

hate it when the facts are obscure. Moreover I am not a specialist in any single 
class of society. I myself grew up in the middle class and have remained affected 
by it up to today. In fact, I have lived with Najib Mahfuz in a single section of 
al-'Abbasiyah, at the same social level. In spite of that, it is said of Najib 
that he is a specialist in the lower middle class and that I am a specialist in the 
upper class. That is not true. In any event, as far as I am concerned, if you will 
follow all of my stories you will find that they embrace all classes. “There Is a 
Man in My House," for instance, represents the middle class. The story "A Box of 
Rusty Tin" represents the peasant class. The story "I Seek Refuge from Myself in 
You" represents the devoutly religious class. I have combined all classes in my 
stories because I have lived among them all. I write for everyone. By the upper 
class which appears in some of my stories I mean the ruling class, and I have 
therefore writ:en about it most explicitly, in order to show people that the ruling 
class was at that time a fragmented, decedent cless.

JQuestion/ Revolution is self-expression and the dream of a new future. However, 
revolutions usually turn into leaps down rather than into leaps up. What is the 
reason for this phenomenon? 


LAnswer/ The basis of revolution is rejection of what exists. However, very many 
revolutions have been founded on the basis of e rejection of whet exists without 
reflecting on what should teke its place. We as revolutionaries in the past re- 
jected the royal system, British occupaticn and feudalism. Sut whet comes efter 
that? What can we build? We were fragmented. We believed in general slogans and 
studies such as socialism, Marxism and creeds. We were just students, but we did 
not specify anything particular. All that dominated our minds was to put an end to 
what existed. Therefore you will find ths+ the 23 July revolution was a success but 
it was heavily burdened down by the process of establishing stable foundations for 
e regime that would include the economic, political and social elements. 


ZQues*ion/ How can one ensure that a revolution remains leap up? 


LAnswer/ There must be a conception of the future before one makes a revolution, 

so that it can become more of an evelution than a revolution. This is the best 
approach. As a revolutionary, I must wonder whether I have thought about the future 
as much as I have thought about the actual situation, or whether I have contented 
myself with living in the actual situation. I must think in the longer term. 


ZQuest ion/ Our society never looks at the long term, and this is conseguently re- 
flected in planning. 


LAnswer/ That may be ascribed to revolution itself, especially if it is founded on 
studies. All revolutions are like that, even the Marxist revolution in the Soviet 
Union. The principles of Marxism have not yet been applied, because ectuality is 
something other than conceptions, thinking and imagination. The pursuit of reality 
is in contrediction with slogans and conceptions. Revolution takes a very long 
time to unfold, reconciling what must be with what is. All revolutions are like 
that. The Western revolutions did not achieve what they wanted. Here in Egypt 

the most importent thing is that the revolution has succeeded and lasted, but it 

is still trying to achieve its true goals, foremost of which is social justice. 


ZQuestiop/ The notion of social justice raises the question of socialism. Is it 
possible to reconcile individual freedom with socialism so that we can ensure 
equality but at the same time not infringe on the individual's freedom to create? 


LAnswer/ Socialism, like democracy, consists of broad effusive slogans, since it 
can accommodate more than one system and more than one type of practice. Socialism 
in Ruseia is ‘**farent from socialism in Yugoslavia, Britain or Egypt. Democracy, 
likewise, is ne’ ~solied as a single «oproach or system; rather, it is an objective 
which differs fran country to country. In Egypt, for example, we embarked on 
socialism witiiet believing in a stable system for achieving this socialism. It 
was rather oe ettempt not at organization but at attaining the goal of equality 
among classes, and all the socialist measures that were taken from the beginning 

of the revolution were attempts and experiments. There are many systems which we 
have imported from abroad, especially from Yugoslavia. Tito had a grrat influence 
on ‘Abd-al-Nasir, especially in the attempt to reconcile socielism with individual 
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freedom so that we could as you say guarantee equality and at the same time not 
undermine the individual's freedom to create. Therefore freedom was given to 
foreign capitel, which was a very important element in the development of the 
national revolutien. 


[Quest iog/ What about the classes hephezerd in their origins that have become 
egregiously enriched, have damaged socialism and have irritated Egyptian public 
opinion? 


LAnswer/ As I said, there are many ways of achieving socielism. It is supposed to 
Preserve social justice while broaching the scope for technical creativity and 
individual creation, in the sense that everyone can work and earn. This is what 

we have attempted in Egypt. However, as a consequence of freedom, e class has 
suddenly appeared hephazerd in its origins, which has become immensely rich. In 
Egypt there are now dozens of millionaires. The classes have drawn so far apart 
that Egyptian society is no longer a revolutionary or socialist one. the result 
has been that attempts are now underway to draw these clesses closer. The easiest 
way is through taxes, although the means for evasion are greater than the means of 
execution. 


[Question/ What does the nation need in the period of transition -- a dictatorial 
regime, a democratic regime or a mixture of the two? 


/Answer/ I cannot consider a mixture. There is either democracy or dictatorship, 
but we should not deal deviously with democracy in order to at‘ain democracy, as 
has happened in Egypt in numerous periods throughout history. 


[Question/ What is it that determines democrecy or dictatorship? 


Answez/ The nature of the regime, the nature of the ruler, the state the country 
is in, and the type of power the ruler has in his hands. Dictatorship reqisires 

an executive force that may be confined to an army, a single party or the police. 
Democracy requires the power of the people as a whole. It is the people that pro- 
tect democracy, through their various parties, where responsibility is distributed, 
but it is hard to rely on a dictatorial force and make a show of being democratic, 
Or to rely on democratic power while making a show of being dictatorial. 


/Questiop/ It is said that transitional periods need a kind of severity and deter- 
rence and that dictatorship is better suited to those than democracy. 


LAnswer/ We can never seek recourse in generalizations. Experience alone is what 
furnishes the proof. For example a dictator might be crazy, like Bckassa, and 
Produce a golden throne at the expense of the people; here dictatorship is not the 
most suitable thing. Democracy might also succeed among weak, unprogressive people, 
in spite of the common belief. An example oi that is India; democracy there has 
been very successful. When Indira Ganchi tried to violate it she was fought and 
defeated in the elections. She was then brought back again and democracy was 
restored. As I said, applying the system depends on the nature of the ruler and 
the nature of the people. However, once again, I say that it is difficult to 

rely on the force of dictatorship while making a show of democracy. 
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Let us stop for a moment, leave politics for a bit, and let Mr Ihsan telk to me 
ahout himself. The thing that preoccupies him the most is his illness. The 
doctors have not diagnosed the cause of it. There is a permanent headache; ulti- 
mately they diagnosed it as a nervous condition. I esked him, "Might that be the 
burden of anxiety upon you which is causing you this?” 


Ihsan ‘Abd-al-Qaddus: The greatest perplexity in my life is my perplexity sbout 
mysalf. I do not know why I am ill. What is the cause of my ailment? Then I do 
not know how to remedy it. My entire life and all my circumstances have been 
unusual. I have not even managed to find a reason for my ailment up to now. As far 
as anxiety goes, that is my nature -- in fact, it is reflected in my output it- 
self. I am afraid to read what I have written out of fear that it will be edited 
or plagiarized by someone else. I have not yet had confidence in what I heave 
written. I am concerned with reaerirs' opinions and a state of anxiety remains 
with me until I find out their opinions. Anxiety torments me greatly. I derive 
my susterence from my intense belief in my behavior, because that is besed on 
general principles, not special ties. I have suffered a gre: deal in my life.

JQuestion/ Writing might be a heavy burden. 


Thsan 'Abd-al-Qaddus: No, I have never felt so at all. However, in the past I! 
did endure more than I do now. In the past it was in my capacity to wri's for 

8 hours straight. Now I cannot last more than 4 hours; I get a headache. I take 
a rest and resume writing later. 


JQuestiog/ You always talk about writing with pleasure although some people are 
of the opinion that it is a heavy industry. 


Ihsan 'Abd-al-Qaddus: Perhaps because I began doing it at age 8, emulating my 
father. At that time we were in my grandfather's house. My father had bic hopes 
for me and would write while I was in front of him. The first story I wrote was 
when I wae 10. (“The teacher taught the pupil and he turned out to be a noble 
thief.") In those days I was influenced by the tales of Arsene Lupin. I tried to 
make my cheracters act but did not succeed. I became absorbed to the point where 
I would cry. Since that time I have been afraid of acting and the stage in 
general. My father gets the greatest credit for having given me a picture of a 
writer. He drew me into the hobby of writing, then my mother encouraged me after 
she established ROSE AL-YUSUF and my whole future became connected to the press 
and writing. 


/Questiop/ What is the secret behind Ihsan's perseverance in writing? 


Ihsan 'Abd-al-laddus: It is because I am basically not a professional. I started 
writing as a hobby and it became my favorite art form. I playec tennis but I was 
not a sports anthusiast, and I have not been a devotee of chess although I am 

good at it. Writing is the only hobby that entirely absorbs and draws me away 
from everything around me; I devote mysel’ to it totally. I heave become ac- 
customed to it since childhood. Therefore I can never do without it. 


Zuest ion7 A totally even disposition can inhibit writing. There must be a mini- 
mum of anxiety and a minimum of optimism. 

















/Answer’ There are no rules. The state of writing itself does not of necessity 
have to be one of anxiety or optimism. Rather, there are many personal motives. 
Sometimes a person becomes shocked and the shock goads his imagination and prompts 
him to write a story, an artistic work or a piece of music, but that is not a 
rule. If you mean writing stories, that is based on imaginetion. I might not be 
sad, but I can imagine sorrow and portray it through my pen, and similarly I can 
portray joy. 


ZQuestion/ What about women, Ihsan 'Abd-al-Qaddus and love? 


ZAnswer/ Love is not » process of meeting but a process of building. Two persons 
come together in order to build. I met my wife while I was studying for my 
bachelor's; I got married when I was 28 in spite of opposition from her family 

and mine. We came together because we wanted to build. We started from zero; I! 
left averything in order for us to get married. The process of building is what 
has lasted until now. That building, or completion, is the completion of life 
itself and a continuation of it. You will not find this in any passing relation- 
ship. Perhaps I may find someone captivating or a woman who has a story or a 

sub ject that preoccupies me, but none of this has any relationship to stable 
emotions. 


/Question/ Each of us has a person inside him who has what we might call numerous 
spirits. What about Ihsan 'Abd-al-Qaddus? 


/Answer/ There are not numerous spirits; perhaps you are talking about states. 
When I am in a state of preduction or artistic sens:tion, this condition becomes 
totally different from what it would be if I was ir. » state of pure intellectual 
cogitation. In political articles, I rely on pure th'nking, but this is preceded 
by much reading during which I accumulate information then make my evaluations 

of the situation and start to write up my opinion. I consider that a state of 
serious labor which I do not enjoy. There is another state when I am living with 
the subject of a story. The subject enters into my minds; I become won over by it 
and live with it. Here I do not just live with it in my s.{nd but also through 

my feelings. That takes longer. Writing stories generally takes 3 to 4 months. 
That is a state I enjoy. My origins lie in short story writing. Therefore I love 
it. It totally absorbs me. I forget whe. is around me. I live with it through 
the personalities of its protagonists. A writer of stories is an actor because 
he portrays the personalities he sketches out. He acts the protagonist, the 
villain, the child within himself. He expresses his acting through his pen. That 
state is different from sheer intellectual thought. The third state is far 
removed from these two conditions. It is far removed from responsibilty. In it, 
I forget that I eam a writer or a person responsible for writing articles and 
stories altogether. In it, I rise to the greatest heights of mental and spirit- 
ual freedom and the greatest heights of enjoyment of life. This exists when I am 
with my friends or my loved one. In all of these situations, you will find that 
I am a personality that is totally different in my way of talking or expression 
and in the state of my mood. 


Liuestion/ Where might we find your weak spot, if we were able to look for it? 


Ihsan ‘Abd-al-Qaddus: My weak spot is my strong point. That is my insistence on 
adhering to my opinion, especially when I am convinced of it. That does not mean 
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that I am stubborn. However, if I am convinced of my opinion, I will not swerve 
from it, however I might suffer because of it. I cannot express a view through 
writing which is in opposition to mine. That is why I have not belonged to a 
Party, a friend, a society or a leader. My opinions are generally separate from 
theirs. 


/Question/ Many pe ple find it difficult to make decisions. To what extent is 
Ihsan 'Abd-al-Qeddus decisive in making decisions? In othe. words, do you find 
difficulty in making them? 


ZAnswer/ There are two situations in which my decisions issue forth -- situations 
in which I always feel confidence, and those in which I do not feel confidence. 
The former state occurs when I give myself time to think before taking a decision. 
That might be 1 day or three. Sometimes I hesitate for a whole year before making 
a specific decision. That is generally successful and I do not regret it. The 
second situation consists of decisions taken excitedly. I take those in a minute 
and generally they have been wrong. That is true with the decision I made as a 
result of being agitated and they caused me a great deal of suffering in politics 
and work. | 


[Quest ion/ Modezn civilization does not give man security and psychological rest. 
What is your outlet from the material complexities that exist? 


LAnswer/ There is no doubt that life is hard; I believe it is getting harcer. 
However, civilization has left behind many outlets. Congestion is the ceuse of 

the difficulty of life. Congestion has turned life into a struggle. Our genere- 
tion was luckier than the generation thet followed us. The gefsration that preceded 
us -= the generation of Tawfiq al-Hakim and Taha Husayn -- was luckier than we 

were, because there was less congestion. The backward countries in Africa are 

dying of famine because of congestion. In spite of that, there still are many 

forms of escape in life. People can escape their troubles and live far removed 

from them. I for example find an outlet through reading and writing. In the course 
of it, I feel that life is more than magnificent. There is a force which has a 
magic power to which I am drawn and I find myself in a world all by myself, writ- 
ing and creating. I live far away from life with its bureauc catic problems. 

People must seek out hobbies that draw them away from the real condition they are 
living in. 


/Questiop/ In the midst of this congestion, has Ihsan ever felt that his individual 
nature has almost been dissolved in work, marriage or social relations? 


Ihsan ‘Abdeal-Qaddus: The circumstances of my upbringing prompted me to rely fully 
on my individual nature. As a result of that, I took a literary, political and 
journalistic turn. I did not stay with my mother. I would go visit her every 
Friday. Her atmosphere influenced me; however, I did not become engrossed in that 
atmosphere. My individual nature, which remained autonomous, benefited from it. 
After that I began as the owner of the periodical ROSE AL-YUSUF, which whetted 

and strenathened my individua:. nature. I dic not feel that I nesded anyone. I 
worked on AKHIR SA'AH, AL-MISRI, and AL-AHRAM and in the al-Hilel Publishing House 
in order to prove that I was not a mother's boy. I wanted everyone to know that 
Ihsan was an autonomous personality. I was not in need of a job and therefore 

I retained my individual nature. That has had an effect on my whole life, especially 
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as far as politics and my relationship with rulers and regimes to. I have never 
in my life been anyone's follower. I have been a friend but with reservations 
for the sake of my absolute personal identity, fer removed from the ruler. 


/Question/ Has this well-hones individual nature helped the element of adventure 
within you? 


Ihsan ‘Abde-al-Qaddus: I have never felt adventure. When I express an opinion, 

I do not feel that I am taking a gamble. Before the 23 July revolution I would 

be handed over to the public prosecutor's office whenever I wrote an article. That 
happened every week. It so happened that I sought the aid of e lawyer, the late 
"Abd-al-Wahhab Husni, to review what I had written and cut out what he considered 
appropriate so I wouldn't be arrested. He asked me to remove a few sentences and 
I agreed to do so; then he left me and I was by myself, and I backtracked and 

left in what I had cut out. Theat was not because I was an adventurer but because 
I felt at that time that what I was writing did not merit rebuxe; it was just an 
opinion. I am also a person who does not possess inner personal qizls. I have 
never aspired to be a minister or ruler end I never belonged to a party or leader. 
All I do is merely express an opinion. It has never occurred to me to express an 
opinion that is worth being killed or imprisoned over.

Mustafa Amin: Democracy in Egypt Is Deep-Rocted; After 100 Years We Cannot Ask 
Ourselves Whether or Not We Deserve It"] 


LText/ Even when he went to prison, he did not abandon his feelings of optimism, 
although he lived in an oppressive, desolate desert shere he could smell nothing but 
the odor of nothingness and despair and see nothing before himself except mute lips 
on which words had become frozen end from which smiles thet had never left him had 
vanished. In spite c* all that, in spite of the wet gray walls, in spite of the iron 
bars, he managed to keep himself strong and vigorous. Optimism motivated him and 

he went about weaving an anthem of perseverance and steadfastness. He wrote, pro- 
duced books and said what he wanted to say. Hebelieves that perseverance in life's 
struggles is a kind of divine worship. He loves challenges, is well versed in op- 
timism and insists on perseverance, and his antenna is always ready to pick up waves 
of love and hope. The transmitter sends out an optimism which embraces everyone 
without exception. In the midst of major events and a sensitive period in Eqyptian 
politics, throughout the corridors of the press, Mustafa Amin has lived like a flower 
of draams and hope. Even today Mustafa Amin still dreams of a new destiny, of a 
great Egyptian press made up of successful young people who worsiip labor and effort. 
Mustafa Amin's dreams are still as they were; they have not been transformed, have 
not been shaken, and have not faltered, staggered or retreated. 


Questions Mustafa Amin would often state that the first condition of innovation is 
safety and freedom and that many people when imprisoned, like eal-"Aqqad, Muhammad 
al-Tabi'i, and Muhammad Tawfiq Diyab, wrote nothing, because their idens were im- 
Prisoned behind bars. How could Mustafa Amin be innovative behind bars? 


Mustafa Amins I overcame myself. I found thet the only means of resistance in 
prison was for me to write stories that renounced oppression which I would smuqole 
out of prisen. That was the only outlet by which I could express my rebellion 
against tyranny, despotism and dictatorship. 

ZQueastion/ Is it because of that that you always take sharp aim against dictatorship 
evd build bridges to embrace democrecy? 


Lanswer] Regardless of the fact that I have been imprisoned, I believe in democracy 
more than anything else. Give me democracy and I will give you triumph and welfare. 
Through democracy, we can do away with mistakes. 
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Germany lost the war under the aegis of dictatorship, as did Italy and Japan. 


When they wanted to eliminate the defeat, they embraced democracy. The results be- 
spoke such prosperity that Germany and Japan have become the two riches countries 
in the world today. 


LQuestion/ Does that mean that you are not worried about lapses in democracy? 


ZAnswer/ There are no lepses ir democracy. To the contrary, it is through and be- 
cause of that that people's eyes become open at the ouset and they see the truth. 
Dictatorship blinds people's syes to the truth. Just rulers nead democracy to show 
the signposts along the road and clarify their vision. 


/Quest ion/ Mightn't democracy be misunderstood? 


/Answez/ Ther errors of democracy are violations and misdemeanors, but dictatorship 
commi+s crimes end felonies. 


JQuestion/ Don't transition periods demand severe measures and acts of deterrence 
though? 


/Answer/ No. I believe that transition periods need freedom more than they need 
restrictions. For exemple, I believe that the act of releasing the 31 political 
prisoners persuaded the »eople to resist terror more than any other act did. 


/Question/ But aren't there still people who believe that the application of freedom 
in developing countries leads to many tragedies? 


Zanswer/ First of all I do not believe that Egypt is a developing country. 


toypt has always been advanced. We had the first opera and the first university in 
the Middle East. Our press was the third in the world. 


Also, I do not believe that the Arab countries as ea whole, with their massive re- 
sources, belong to the third world. However, I do believe that some governments in 
the Middle East are developing ones, or, more accurately, backward ones. 


‘Quest ion/ Can Egyptians, with all their classes, absorb true democracy and keep it 
from deviating from the proper path? 


LAnswer/ Let us not forget that Egypt has had an elected parliament for more than 
100 years. Democracy existed in Eqypt before it did in many countries in Europe. 
Perliament in Egypt gave an order to stop the khedive and rejected a decree he had 
issued dissolving parliament's term. The deputies refused to leave the assembly and 
said "We are here by the will of the people and will leave only at the point of the 
sword.” Therefore we cannot come 100 years leter and ask ourselves whether or not 
we are entitled to democracy. Remedying the errers of democrecy is done by exercis- 
ing democracy. If you are talking about degrees of awareness or education, I would 
like to tell you that the percentage of educated people in America was lower than 
that in Egypt when democracy made its appearance among them. The seme with Britain. 
However, these countries were not afraid of democracy. Indeed, they exercised it and 
corrected its mistakes. To say thet we need practice, must be brought up to the 
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proper level of awareness and realize the true nature of democracy is to a large 
degree analogous to a child whom you tie up so he can't walk, fearing that he will 
fall or collide. The result is that he becomes afflicted with paralysis. The child 
must stand so that he can subsequently start moving. 


/Questiop/ Is the picture on the attainment of full democracy here totally complete 
already? 


[answer/ Democracy in Egypt is of long standing. The first free elections in Egypt 
took place ii 1924. The prime minister and minister of the interior was Yahya Pasha 
Ibrahim. It so happened that he ran es a candidate for pariiament f:om the al- 
Sanafin district in al-Sharqiyah Province, because his family owned 1,000 feddans 
there. Sa'd Zaghlul nominated a young man to run against him there called Ahmad 
Mar'i, and it was only because of the poor destitute peasants that they defeated the 
prime minister of Egypt and elected the young man Ahmed Mar'i. That was the first 
time a prime minister was defeated in his electoral district, although it was he who 
ran and supervised the elections. In a country with this degree of awareness and 
courage, democracy cannot be said not to have been fulfilled. 


JQuestion/ Mustafa Amin's characteristics have manifested themselves in a constant 
demand for freedom and the establishment of a new press. Why did AKHBAR AL-YAWM 
concentrate on seeking out provocative seterial? 


[Answer/ Provocation here meant provoking the anger of the rulers. 
What was requested of the papers in specific periods was that they be polite. 


They were expected not to praise, not to criticize, not to applaud, not to curse, not 
to make ululations of exultation and not to point out mistakes. If they did other- 
wise, they would be provoking the anger of the rulers and would have become provoca- 
tive papers! 


/Question/ As e pioneer in the press in the Arab world, are you setisfied with the 
state the press is in today? 


/Answer/ The reason for all the Arab countries’ reverses is that they do not have a 
free press. If the press in Egypt had been free in 1967, the 5 June defeat would 
not have happened. When a free press becomes widespread threughout the Arab world, 
all disputes will disappear. The whole Arab people will become a force exerting 
pressure and calling for mutual understanding and love. Therefore real democracy 
means just the people, conducting oversight, a parliament, holding people to account, 
and a press, making criticism. 


I remember in 1961 I established an information section in AKHBAR AL-YAWM to review 
everything that was written before it wes published. Five senior university profes- 
sors were appointed to the section, one of whom was Dr Subhi ‘Abd-al-Hakim, currently 
chairman of the Consultative Assembly. 


In 1962, when I was returned from leave, I asked about the members of the section 

that hac been the object of my attention. I was surprised to learn that they had all 
been terminated and that a quartermaster sergeant who had been working in al-Daqahliyah 
Governorate had been appointed in their place! 
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[Questiop/ What about the party papers? 


/Answez/ They are essential. They are the parties’ organs. A party without a news- 
Peper is dumb; it has no voice. 


ZQuestiop/ We are considered the country which issues the most laws end carries out 
fewest in the world. What is your explanation for this phenomenon? 


ZAnswer/ At the outset the people must feel that the lews are issued only in their 
interest if they are to commit themselves to them. They must feel that the laws come 
from below, that they do not come from above, thus that they are aimed at the people's 
needs, not the rulers' needs. Therefore I demand that the name of the Stete Security 
be changed to ths People's Security. When people feel that the police are not suffi- 
cient to carry out the law, they will automatically be transformed into querdians of 
the laws in their own country. That is what happens in a country like Britain. If 
you violate the lew there you will find ordinary citizens warninn you and standing 

up to you. 


/Questiop/ However, we are talking about a commitment which does not just constitute 
s pertial solution. 


/answer/ I do not believe in commitment; I am against it. I believe in choice -- 
the choice of my job, the choice of my faculty. I do not feel bound to a faculty 
that I do not want to enter. 


/Quastiop/ What about the crisis we ere experiencing now? 


/Answer/ That may be attributed to the accumulated legacy of the past. The current 
generation has been sinned against. It has been fed a forged vers’.on of history and 
it has come to imagine that nationalism was unknown until 30 yrs 3 ago. Indeed, a 
pupil in a school once happened to ask me, "Is it true that t’. 23 July revolution 
is what built the Pyramids of al-Jizah?" In fact the situation has brought us to 
the point where we made a new dictionary for the Arabic lanugaugs, calling a defeat 
a setback and increased prices "price movement.” If there were total freedom we 
would call things by their names. 


/Questiop/ Won't total freedom leave us only with chaos? 


ZAnswer/ Not so. Freedom engenders light and innovation. Al-'Aqqad, Taha Husayn, 

Or Husayn Haykal, al-Mezini, al-Tabi'{ and al-Hakim emerged in the era of freedom. 

I call for freedom of movement, opinion, and action. Clean air gives birth to genius. 
It is darkness that limits its growth, and I believe that a great future for Egypt 
lies only with freedom. 


ZQuestiop/ However, the features of the Egyptian people have changed greatly; how 
can we restore their features? 


ZAnswer/ Their features have changed because they ere no longer ea fine example in 
every field, and also because we have lived in periods when a single giant emerged 
while others were compelled to be dwarves. They were expected to leave, yield, pray 
or craw. into people's stomachs. In an era of freedom, hundreds of people crow tall. 
Egypt in my opinion needs thousands of giants, not just one. Freedom will quarantee 
that the Eqyptians will regain their features. 
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JQuest ion/ In light of thet, is it possible for Egypt's destiny to be progressive, 
one of advancement, or is that just an illusion? 


LAnswez/ The Egyptian people's destiny is in 900d shape. The greatest proof is that 
everyone who has left Egypt stands oc: abroad. I went about in the streets of New 
York and saw the vice chairman of the board of Coca Cole. I_seaw an_Egyptian who owns 
a bank in New York. He had greduated from the Engineering [Faculty/ in 1960. He 
tried to get a position but couldn't. He borrowed the money for the trip and worked 
as a dockworker, a construction worker and a weiter in a restaurant. He went to 
Harvard University and obtained a degree in business administration. He worked as 

a courier in a bank until he became the bank manager. If that young man had stayed 
in Egypt and had been forcec to take a job he did not want in a town he did not want, 
he would have sat in his office and reports would have been written against him, and 
the ignorant employee next to him would have been promoted to be his boss, because 

he was a relative or in-law of the compary manager. He wouldn't have got above Grade 
Five! 


JQuestiop/ Do we possess the reserves of strength thet can overcome the situation and 
create creative people? 


LAnswer/ Eqypt is full of pecple with unlimited strength. They have shown that twices 
in 1919 and again in 1973. The first occasion was the emergence of a leader who was 
not afraid of Sritain. On 11 November 1918 Britain defeated Germany. It was the 
strongest country in the world. Forty-eight hours after that, Sa'd Zaghlul went to 
the headquerters of the Sritish Protectorate and asked the British to leave Eqypt. 

His courage turned every Egyptian into a hero. The second time was on 6 October 1973. 
Anwar al-Sadat hed put an end to torture, had abrogated sequestration and had shut 
dour, the concentration camps, the people had regsined their sense of manliness, and 
every Egyptian was confident of his situation. It happened thet al-Sadat brought in 

a number of officers, amcr3 them people who had been in prison, including Ahmad 
Sadawi, who beceze minister of defense. He brought them back to the army and they 
took part in the wer. At that time, every young soldier felt that he was defending 
his freedom, and therefore they did what military experts considered a miracle. 


JQuestion/ What about idle powers? Euoyptians are accused of not working and not 
producing. 


LAnswer/ The reason for a failure to work is the lack of belonging. Everyone must 
belong to his factory, his university or his job and must be encouraged to work 
through a sense of equality, an absence of patronage and incentives that will en- 
cournge him in the form of rewards for the productive and punishment for people who 
cause harm. However, it breaks young people's hearts when they see the person with 
the right connections in the right place. 


ZQuestiop/ Can't spare time volunteer work bring young people close to responsibility 
and make them feel a sense of belonging? 


ZAnswez/ That is true with students abroad. I am receptive to what you are saying, 
on condition that a token wage be set aside for the student, and I call for what 
could be called a government of students in every secondary school; this would con- 
sist of a chosen number of students whose task would be to protect the school build- 
ings and to take charge of punishing all vandals. Freedom here is an importent 
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element in restoring to young people their constructive sense, making them ’sel 

that the trees in the streets belong to them, making them feel that public buildings 
are theirs; here they will feel a sense of belonging. In 1950, 500 editors and w -- 
kers from AKHBAR AL-YAWM managed to face up to 10,000 demonstrators who attacked the 
Newspaper; that day they protected the organization from being destroyed. That is 
what @ sense of belonging is. 


/Question/ Do you have reservations about university education and the mission of the 
university? 


/Answer/ There is no madness in the world by the name of general secondary madness 
Jike that in Eqypt. In otner countries of the world, young people obtain secondary 
diplomas then go on to university and take exeaminetions in the branches they want, 
where they are edmitted only if they pass. It is not reasonable that what is called 
coord‘nation should take place on the basis of overell averages. I should not be 
restricted by my overall average. It is not reasonable that * should make someone 
whe is devoted to medicine go to the faculty of fine arts or someone who is devoted 
to engineering to into commerce. Success is a matter of love, and for people to 
stand out they must do what they like. We need a deep-rooted, radical change in 
education as a whole, a change where students will have a sense of belonging. Egypt's 
young people have been sinned against; I must qive them freedom of thought and choice 
and subsidize books as | subsidize bread, so they can buy books for 10 piasters. 

Our universities must not be mere dictation classes. There is nothing like this in 
the world. 


/Questiog/ Belonging leads us to women. Mustafa Amin talks about many women with 

the wonderment of » self-assured mant Safiyah Zaghlul, Indira Gandhi, Rose al-Yusuf, 
Ouriyah Shafiq; some people say today thet by working outside the home women have 
experienced shocks which are harmful to a sense of belonging, as far as young people 
go. 


/Answez/ I urge women to work so thet life can make them strong and give them exper- 
ience, and so that blows and ceres ean refine them. I was not in fevor of Tal‘at 
Harb when he prevented women from working in Bank Misr, which he established in 1920. 
He told me one dey that one woman wou. be enough to destroy the whole Sank Misr. 

He forgot that there are women who have the capacity of 1,000 men. 


/Question/ However, there is an argument thet women should go back to the home, where 
the women and children are. 


/Answer/ We cannot deorive women of the rights they have won. After going to work, 
women have acquired economic independence, and this has given them e personality 

and has enabled them to occupy a place in society. When women work, they become 
people who have something to say. In 5 years’ time a man will not be able to set 

up a home by himself; the home of the future will require a man working and a woman 
working. I expect that there will not be a single womar in e home 10 yeers from now. 
A group of young people have urged me to write demanding that women be prevented from 
working because their morals become corrupted whan they go out in the streets. I 
told them that I received a similer request from women, that men should be prohibited 
from going in the streets, because their morals become corrupted. 
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/Questiop/ Does thet mean that Mustafa Amin encourages women to work under all cir- 
cumstances and conditions? 


ZAnswer/ Yes, on condition that they be fully preoccupied with their children for a 
period of at least 5 years after they give birth. My daughters resigned from their 
jobs to work es servants in their own homes. 


ZQuestiop/ The complex of adventure dominates you and absorbs you. Hasn't prison 
limited your rebelliousness? 


Lanswer/ I am rebellious by birtn. My father's father was exiled in the ‘Urabi revo- 
lution. Sa'd Zaghlul, my mother's uncle, was a revolutionary by nature. My granc- 
mother, Safiyah Zaghlul, wes a revolutionary by virtue of her position. My father 
was a rebel and he even was dismissed from his job three times for political reasons. 
I was dismissed from the Khedive Isma'il School in 1928 because I made an cutcry in 
demonstrations protesting against Muhammad Mehmud's dictatorship. I was dismissed 
from the Khedive School in 1930 becaus I hed organized a strike to protest the fact 
that King Fu'ad had abrogated the con: :itution. I was dismissed from the American 
University because I led a demonstration with Jamal Salim, the vice chairman of the 
Revoluticnary Council, against the university system. I was dismissed from the Pro- 
gressive Education School the same year because I led a protest in sympathy with 
three students whom I felt had been treated unfairly. The only school from which I 
was not dismissed was the Greater Coptic School, from which I obtained a bachelor's 
degree. 


[Questiop/ A writer's life is not courr--! in years. How old is Mustafa Amin? 
[Answer/ I do not feel that I am more than 30. I feel a permanent, pulsating youth- 
fulness. I am not afraid of consequences nor do I calculate crises. I am afraid of 


absolutely nothing at all; rather, I am an optimist. My optimism is real because |! 
believe in it.

VARIOUS PROBLEMS ENCOUNTERED BY EAST CAIRO QUARTER EXAMINED 
Cairo ROSE AL-YUSUF in Arabic No 2792, 14 Dec 81 pp 18-21 


[Article by Iqbal al-Siba'i and Jihan al-Maghribi: "ROSE AL-YUSUF Rediscovers 
Cairo's Quarters; 1,321 Families Without Homes in East Cairo Quarter; Street 
Closed by Junked Cars Completely Filling It; Price of Loaf of Bread Is 3 Pias- 
ters; Water Is Electrified; School Buildings Decaying; Administrative Eviction"] 


[Text] Cairo tops the list among all governorates insofar as the services 
sector is concermed. Consequently, it is normal for the size of its problems 
to grow as a result of its population density. 


What is not normal is the inability to deal with these problems or the failure 
to find solutions for them--a failure which has compelled some inhabitants of 
the capital to deal with some of these problems by their own efforts. 


The problems are spread, in no particular order, over all seven quarters of 
Cairo, even though the problems of the rich quarters differ from those of 
the popular [poor] quarters. 





In East Cairo, for example, the people are concerned with buying a loaf of 
bread. In West Cairo, the problem of flooded sewers has surfaced above ail 
other problems. 


In South Cairo, the main problem is the garbage piled up in the middle of the 
streets and the lackofa sanitary sewerage network. Central Cairo suffers from 
the failure to implement the demolition decisions, thus posing a threat to the 
inhabitants’ lives. 


In North Cairo, the problem of encroachment tops the list of the quarter's 
problems. Meanwhile, Hulwan residents suffer from environmental pollution as 
a result of the numerous factories in the area. 


Hundreds of reasons for dozens of problems. This is why an inclination has 
developed to divide the seven quarters into 12 quarters in order to make it 
easier to overcome the capital's problems. 


We carried out papers, toured the East Cairo Quarter and emerged with this 
report. 











East Cairo Quarter is Cairo's biggest quarter in area and in population density. 
It includes the precincts of Hada'iq al-Qubbah, al-Matariyah, al-Zaytun, ‘Ayn 
Shams, al-Wayli, 'Izbat al-Nakhl and al-Marj. Its population exceeds 1.3 mil- 
lion people, according to the latest census conducted by the Central [Statis- 
tics] Agency 4 years ago. 


Obstacle in Governorate 


According to Anwar al-Farmawi, the quarter's local council chairman, the most 
serious problem experienced by East Cairo Quarter is the problem of accumulated 
administrative eviction cases. These cases have been piling up since 1975 
without being examined and now number 1,321 cases [of families] which can 

find no dwelling other than the street. This is in addition to 850 families 
living in the [temporary] shacks in the precincts of al-Misallah and ‘Ayn 
Shams. Cairo Governorate delivered these shacks to their occupants for tempor- 
ary housing in 1975. The shacks are still described as temporary. However, 
the problem has intensified ar? has generated a number of additional problems. 


East Cairo's housing problem does not end here, according to the local council 
chairman. There is another aspect embodied in the hundreds of families, 

nearly 300 families, sharing joint apartments. This condition is leading to the 
degeneraton of the people involved. 


If we add to this the cases of the newlyweds seeking vacant apartments, it 
becomes evident that the problem requires an immediate solution. Actuaily, 

we have drawn up a proper plan in the council and have determined the priori- 
ties of its implementation. But the obstacle is in Cairo Governorate. What 
has happened insofar as housing is concerned is that the governorate monopo- 
lizes the right to distribute the apartment percentages to the various quarters. 
This percentage does not exceed 10 percent of the total eviction cases in each 
of Cairo's quarters. Thus, there is a centralism of planning but not of imple- 
mentation. 


Anwar al-Farmawi asks: "If the share of the eviction cases in each quarter 
does not exceed 10 percent [of the actual number of evictions], then where 
can the remaining percentage go?" 


What is surprising, according to the East Cairo Quarter Local Council chair- 
man, is that the governor has issued a decision stipulating that the families 
evicted after 17 May 198i must be provided with housing immediately, with the 
knowledge of the assistant governor in the quarter. As for the evictions tak- 
ing place before the said date, they are left unsolved. 


Does this mean that the ir abitants of the shacks must remain as they are? 

Does it mean that the strvrets will continue to be the home of hundreds of 
families which live under inhuman conditions that threaten their existence and 
that add to the problem another moral dimension as a result of more than one 
family living together and sharing the same toilet facility, not to mention the 
constantly flooded sewers and the inadequate lighting? 











Death Is More Merciful 


"Atiyah Nassar, a local council member, adds that if eviction is considered 

an act of rescue from the collapse of buildings atop of those occupying then, 
then why doesn't the state secure enough housing for the people involved in 
such case before they are made homeless in the streets and before the emer- 
gence of social and moral problems that lead to the dissolution of families and 
*o the spread of corruption -mong their members. 


"Atiyah Nassar further asks: "How can we disregard a 6-year old problem while 
looking for an immediate sciution to a problem that is no more than 1 year old? 
Those living in the streets since 1975, what are they to do? Don't they 
deserve to live between four walis like other human beings or has this condi- 
tion become normal to these people insofar as some officials are concerned? 


‘Abd al-Sami' 'Ulaywah, a local council member, says that the number of apart- 
ments allocated for eviction cases in East Cairo Quarter does not meet the 
needs of the quarter's various precincts. There have been 118 eviction cases 
in al-Wayli precinct alone whereas the quarter's entire share does not exceed 
137 apartments. Where should the rest go? 


"Ulaywah adds: "The quarter chairman had previously issued a decision initia- 
ting a very confidential lottery draw [for apartments]. As a result only 

400 cases, the equivalent of only 30 percent of the eviction cases in the 
quarter, applied. When the council learmed of the decision,it decided to re- 
open the draw so that all the bases could participate. Actually, the draw 

was advertized and all were given the opportunity to participate." 


Solutions Are Non-Existent 


If housing constitutes a problem for some individuals, regardless of whether 
they are many or few, a loaf of bread represents the essential need for all. 

In East Cairo Quarter, a loaf of bread is a problem added to the other problems 
facing the quarter residents. 


‘s stressed by Bakhit Bahnasi, a member of the quarter's local council. 
The subsidized 10-mil loaf of bread is not found at all in any of the quar- 
ter's precincts, all of which are popular areas with thousands of families with 
a limited income. What happens is that the local loaf of bread is being sold 
for 2 piasters [20 mils], and often for 3 piasters. Despite the meetings that 
the quarter chairman has held to discuss this problem, the solutions are still 
absent. 


Despite the high population density in Hada‘iq al-Qubbah and al-Zaytun, there 
isn't a single automatic bakery in either, not to mention the disappearance 
of the French loaf from all of the quarter's precincts to the extent that the 
residents have forgotten what it looks like. This, according to Bahnasi, 

is due to the absence of control--an absence that has made the local bread 
merchants claim that they bake it in private bakeries whereas it is baked in 
the subsidized bakeries. So how can we bring them to account? 
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"Abd al-Sami' 'Ulaywah proposes that a share of the bread be allocated for the 
grocery shops so that it may become possible to make each bakery accountable 
for its production volume and so as to end tampering with the quantities of 
flour used in producing the unsubsidized loaf of breadwhich is sold for 2 
piasters, and at times for 3. 


He adds: "The supply committees must be changed constantly so as not to per- 
mit personal relations to interfere with and influence their work." 


"Atiyah Nassar demands that the number of automatic bakeries be increased 

so as not to throw the burden on shoulders of the private bakeries which can- 
not meet the market needs and which, moreover, tamper with the specifications 
of the lead. To realize this, the proper sites must be provided to build auto- 
matic bakeries in every quarter. 


Is This Reasonable? 


The talk about a loaf of bread leads us to the other general food supplies 
which the East Catro Quarter residents find difficult to obtain from the con- 
sumer cooperatives that are small in number when compared to the quarter's 
population. This leads to ext:eme pressure on these cooperatives. In Hada'‘iq 
al-Qubbah Precinct, for example, the population is more than 400,000 people. 
Yet, there are only 10 cooperatives there. Naturally, they cannot meet the 
needs of this number of people. 


"Atiyah Nassar says that the problem has been before the quarter chairman 
since 1979 and yet nothing has changed so far. With the passage of time, 
the population density increases and the problem intensifies: 'Till when 
should we wait?" 


Local Council Member Nassar adds: "Al-Marj area, which is within the juris- 
diction of al-Matariyah Precinct, has only one consumer cooperative serving 
more than 150,000 people. Is this reasonable?" 


In the area west of the railroad in ‘Ayn Shams, an area with a population of 
more than one-half million citizens, there isn't a single consumer cooperative. 
The area residents get some of their needs from the east ‘Ayn Shams coopera- 
tive, Most of the time, even this is impossible for them because the coopera- 
tive cannot meet the needs of its own area to start with, according to Hamid 
Musaylihi, a resident of the area who asserts that some commodities, such 

as meats, appear only for those who bribe the cooperative butcher. 


Eliminating Centralism 


"Abd al-Sami' 'Ulaywah raises another problem which keeps the East Cairo 
Quarter residents sleepless, namely the problem of inadequate lighting in 
side streets. Thi. situation poses a threat to the security of the area's 
residents. An example is the Port Sa'id Street extension between Ghamrah and 
al-Sawwah areas where even the light poles are useless because they have no 
light bulbs. 
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The local council member proposes tnat the system of centralism be eliminated 
from the services sector so that quarter chairmen may be able to solve their 
problems immediately. 


Anotheraspect of the problem is raised by Sa'd ‘Abd al-Karim, a resident of 
al-Alf Maskin [Thousand Houses] area. This is the problem of the failure to 
cover the utility boxes found in the streets, thus causing their wiring to be 
exposed and to come in contact with the sewer water in those streets. This 
causes the water to be electrified, consequently leading to accidents [of 
electrocution]. 


"Abd al-Karim asserts that more than one death has been caused by this situa- 
tion. Yet, the problem is still there. Add to this the constant power outages 
in homes--outages which expose the electrical appliances to damage :and which 
keep them idle for long hours, and at times for days. 


As for health services, the quarter doesn't get enough, according to ‘Abd al- 
Sami' 'Ulaywah, chairman of the Health Affairs Committee in East Cairo Qaar- 

ter. Governor decree No 148 of 1975 was issued to transfer jurisdiction «ver 
the East Cairo health affairs to the quarter itself whereas these affairs had 
been within the jursidiction of Central Cairo previously. Though the juris- 

diction over all the other utilities has been transferred, this has not been 

done insofar as the health affairs are concerned and the decree has not been 

implemented yet. 


What is more surprising, says 'Ulaywah, is that there isn't a single government 
hospital in East Cairo Quarter. All the hospitals existing in the quarter are 
teaching hospitals belonging to the [‘Ayn Shams] university. Acknowledging 
this, a more serious problem emerges. The medical professors teaching at these 
hospitals leave the treatment and care of the patients to resident doctors 

and recently graduated physicians. This causes the patients to abstain from 
going to these hospitals. 


Even though there are private hospitals in East Cairo Quarter, the high costs 
of treatment do not encourage these classes to think of them when needed, 
especially since the costs are collected in advance as a basic condition for 
the admission of patients. Therefore, there is a need to deal with the medical 
services so that the East Cairo Quarter may not be denied them. 


Ministry Watches 


Then comes the turn of education. The problem of education is, in the opinion 
of the East Cairo Quarter chairman, confined to three elements: Buildings, 
teachers and equipment. The buildings are leased from citizens by the Ministry 
of Education. As a result, school building owners resort, whenever they wish, 
to tampering in order to have the buildings evacuated so that they may sell 

the land on which the buildings are constructed at high prices. The building 
owners are interested in nothing other than insuring material gain. 


Some school buildings have exceeded their hypothetical lifespan and yet there 
are no replacement or renewal plans. This has caused [some] schools to conduct 
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three shifts in the single study day, all at the expense of the educational 
process, of course. We fear that we will not find places for students next 
year because of the increased [student] density resulting from the small num 
ber of buildings. 


He adds: “Another aspect is the so-called private school 'business'. Whoever 
has some money and a suitable building opens a language school. This phenomenon 
has become widespread since education has become a profitable business and not 

a social service offered to the citizens. . But because most of the quarter 
residents are people with limited income and predominantly poor, their enroll- 
ment of their children in such schools doesn't represent a considerable per- 
centage." 


Citing an example of the school building owners domination, the local council 
chairman notes the case of the ‘Ayn Shams Renaissance School in al-Matariyah 
where the building was unexpectedly turned over to its owner. The students 
were thus compelled to go to schools far from their homes. Of course, there 
is also a large number of students in the classes in which the students are 
taught. 


We have also been surprised by the evacuation of al-Nasiriyah Preparatory 
School, which is no more than 3 years old, for no obvious reason. 


"Abd al-Sami' 'Ulaywah proposes that a count be made of the leased schools and 
that the necessary maintenance work be carried out so that what has happened 
at the Insaf Sirri School in al-Zaytun may not be repeated. The ministry's 
negligence of the school led to a dispute between the ministry and the 

owner. There is alsu the case of Sabil al-Khazandar Preparatory School where 
the entire school playgrounds were given back to the owner who has built an 
apartment building on the land. Meanwhile, the ministry has been a spectator 
and not a single official has lifted a finger to stop what has been happening. 


Establishing Balance 


As for teachers, the local council chairman says that a count of teachers has 
been made in most schools of the quarter and that a statement has been sent 

to the East Cairo Education Directorate. The count has shown that there is a 
major shortage of Arabic language teachers and teachers of foreign languages, 
amounting to nearly 60 percent. However, the director of the education has 
declared that the shortage has dropped to 40 percent only in view of the post- 
poned opening of schools in al-Salam City this year. 


This problem, adds the popular council chairman, requires a fundamental and 
immediate solution. This is why, according to him, university graduates must 
be assigned to teach for 1 year, instead of being enrolled in public service 
projects, in their field of specialization. This teaching period must be pre- 
ceded by a training course so as to establish a balance through the increased 
number of graduates [graduated] from teachers colleges. 





Speaking of the problem of the lack of educational aids, he says that the prob- 
lem is embodied in the shortage of books and the lack of attention given to 
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athletic fields and their equipment. The reason for this are the consecutive 
teaching periods that do not give the students the chance to engage in any 
athletic activity. This is something that must be taken into consideration so 
that it may not lead us to undesirable results in the end. 


The most disturbing thing from which the East Cairo Quarter residents suffer 
are the widespread popular coffee shops and drug peddling shops, especially 

in the East ‘Ayn Shams area. This is something that bothers the area's resi- 
dents and that, moreover, leads to increased thefts and to the widespread pres- 
ence of outlaws in the area, thus threatening the inhabitants security and 
peace of mind. 


Impressions of East Cairo Quarter 
Before ending our tour in the quarter, we recorded these observations: 


We tried, more than one time, to meet the quarter chairman but he was not 
available most of the time. 


Butane gas cylinders are sold openly for 150 piasters a cylinder in the ‘Ayn 
Shams and ‘Izbat al-Nakhl precincts on donkey-drawn carts. 


Streets in the East Quarter know no such a thing called sidewalks. 


Various neighborhoods of Sa'b Salih Street in east ‘Ayn Shams area have had 
no drinking water for 11 years. 


Bayn al-Janayin Street, branching from Ahmad Sa'id Street, is completely 
blocked because of the junked cars that have been left in it for years. 
Should a fire break out, God forbid, firetrucks will not be able to reach the 
place. 


The presence oi al-Amiriyah sewage treatment plant has caused the multiplica- 
tion of enormous numbers of mosquitoes and flies and their spread to the houses 
in the adjacent area, thus threatening the residents of al-Matariyah and of 
nearby areas with all kinds of diseases. The sewers in this area have been 
built with the efforts of the inhabitants themselves. 


In al-Wayli Precinct market, the vendors, including food vendors, conduct 
their business amidst pools of sewer water. 


Al-Mashru' [Project] Street in ‘Ayn Shams Precinct, with a width of nearly 

60 meters, was dug up more than 2 years ago to install new pipes. So far, the 
piping has not been installed and the street has turned into a place for refuse 
dumps. Moreover, the dug up street causes car accidents at times. 


As for governor decree No 1 of 1981 on providing public utilities to the areas 
deprived of them, the decree is still the captive of office drawers and we don't 
know when it will see the light. We left East Cairo Quarter with only one 
thing on our mind: God help the quarter inhabitants.

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MINISTER DISCUSSES ECONOMIC PLANS

[Interview with Hoseyn Namazi, minister of economic affairs and finance, date 
and place not given] 


[Text] Iran studies export of natural gas to 
the Soviet Union. 


Various countries of the world owe us about 
$3.3 billion. With the efforts of the 
national authorities, the government of Egypt 
was forced to repay some of its loans from 
Iran. Also, in the budget for next year, one 
quarter of the amount set aside for defense 
expenditures has been allocated to the recon- 
struction of war-stricken regions. 


Today, in an exclusive interview with the ISLAM © REPUBLIC NEWS 
AGENCY, Dr Hoseyn Namazi, the minister of economic affairs and 
finance, spoke about the government's policies concerning taxes, 
collecting loans, the foreign investments o1 Iran, mutual 
actions, and the preservation of currency reserves. Dr Namazi 
first said, concerning how government revenues are provided: The 
government seriously intends to cover its expenses in the long 
term through tax revenues and not to look toward oil revenues as 
a determining factor in government revenues. But, to do this, 
we need to start production, create total employment, and set 
the national economy in motion. 


He added: Of course, to increase the rial revenues, steps have 
been taken, as a result of which the rial share of government 
income, without using the banking system, has increased from 26 
percent during the period 21 Mar 77-20 Mar 78 to 40 percent in 
the first 10 months of the current year. Also, the ratio of tax 
revenues to oil revenues has increased from one-third during the 
period 21 Mar 77-20 Mar 78 to three-fifths at the end of the 
first 10 months of the current year. Concerning the change in 
the tax system of the country, the minister of economic affairs 
and finance said: Fundamental reforms in the tax system are 
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possible. Since the victory of the revolution, a total of seven 
legislative bills have been approved in the Revolution Council 
and the Majlis respectively and have been implemented as short- 
term programs to facilitate taxes, expedite the collection of the 
government's rightful revenues, and eliminate excessive regula- 
tions and discrimination. 


Concerning other loans, which, include, for instance, those to the 
World Bank, the international monetary fund, India, Afghanistan, 
Egypt, and Indonesia and several other Smaller loans, no major 
problems exist. The government of Egypt, which has defaulted on 
its pledges, was confronted with the logical and strong reaction 
of the government of the Islamic Republic and was forced to honor 
its pledges. Recentiy, it repaid $51 million in loans. 


Concerning Iran's foreign investments, Dr Namazi said: 


A total of 17 investments have been made abroad amounting to 
about $900 million. A major portion of these investments were in 
production projects and uranium enrichment to be used in nuclear 
power plants. These projects were, on the whole, show projects 
designed to bring prestige to the former regime witnout taking 
into account scientific calculations, the protection of Iranian 
interests, or the dangers of such projects to the environment, 
etc. These investments were made in France, South Africa, 
Germany, and several other Asian and African countries. The 
government of the Islamic Republic of Iran has taken steps to 
sever these dependencies. But, in the interests of the national 
treasury, we are required to act precisely and calculatedly. 


He also said, concerning the financial resources for the recon- 
struction of the war regions: 


The main policy for the reconstruction of war-stricken regions 
has been determined and certain programs are being devised. The 
budget anticipated for next year for this purpose is one-quarter 
of the budget for national defense. 


Our country's minister of economic affairs and finance said, 
concerning the sale of oil and the national monetary reserves: 
The policy for the sale of Iranian oil is based on preventing the 
plunder of the national resources and protecting national 
interests. Of course, the policies of imperialistic countries 
create obstacles to the sale of Iranian oil in order to put 
economic pressure on our country. 


Keeping in mind the fact that the sale of oil before the revolu- 
tion was 5-6 million barrels per day, and given the fact that 
Tran had no desire to sell its oil to many countries, this amount 
has reduced to even less than one-tenth since the revolution. 
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Nevertheless, considering the needs of the world market, the 
sale of 1-1.5 million barrels of Iranian oil per day is not a 
difficult task. 


Concerning the currency reserves, the policies devised some time 
ago have prevented the decrease in currency reserves and the 
Opening of currency credits has been regulated in proportion to 
currency reserves. 


In conclusion, he said, concerning the possibility of resuming 
the export of natural gas to the Soviet Union: The Soviet Union 
has expressed its willingness to purchase natural gas and dis- 
cussions are underway in this regard. If the conditions on the 
purchase of natural gas are changed to suit us, that is, at just 
prices, we are prepared to export natural gas to that country.

PROSECUTOR GENERAL DISCUSSES PRISON REFORMS

[Text] Hojjatoleslam Musavi-Tabrizi, the 
prosecutor general of the Islamic revolution, 
visited Qasr prison yesterday. 


In the mosque of Qasr prison, in a gathering of the prisoners, 
he referred to the thi da anniversary of the Islamic revolution 
and said: 


Inevitably, every revolution has its particular effects. These 
particular effects differ depending on the goals of different 
revolutions. Those revolutions which have material goals can 
only bring about material effects for the society after victory. 
But our revolution is different from such revolutions. It is 
true that it also had a material aspect, in other words, we were 
able to take the hands of the monopolizers off our wealth and 
transfer it to the oppressed people and the nation which is always 
on the scene. Our revolution will eliminate the conflict which 
existed in the society in order to be able to reach the end of* 
the path it has chosen. The goal of our revolution is to rear 
and train human beings in the society. The revolution took the 
hands of the foreigners; colonizers; military and non-military 
advisors of the United States, England, and the regime occupying 
Jerusalem; and others off this country. Now, mcst of our 
industries are managed by the young thinkers of our country. 


The prosecutor general of the Islamic revolution also said in 
another part of his statements: The revolution is faced with the 
issue of implementing a cultural revolution in this systen, 
which, God wijling, is going on and is being implemented. This 
revolution cane about to make human beings, because it is 

founded on Islam and the Koran. The Koran has a human-making 
ideology, making human beings attain the true status of humanity. 
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The prosecutor general of the Tslamic revolution also said: The 
colonial culture for many years had as its goal and progran to 
take away the human characteristics of human beings. This false 
culture prevented prisoners from being guided and prevented 
prisons from becoming healthy environments. This colonial 
system and culture must change. This is one of the goals of the 
revolution which is being persistently pursued. 


Hojjatoleslam Musavi-Tabrizi, addressing the prisoners, said: 
We must no longer be slaves to clothes, fashion, sex, and 
desires. You must be reformed as soon as possible and return 
to the society. You must purge yourselves and the society of 
the dependencies of a colonialist culture which is part of the 
tyrant and his supporters, and understand islam. The minigroups, 
the hypocrites, or those who follow materialism have not under- 
stood our revolution. It is the colonialist culture which has 
nurtured the stockpilers and has created the economic problems. 
They know nothing about Islam and do not follow its dictates. 

A person who smuggles narcotics must know that he causes the 
destruction of thousands of families. We must burn out and dry 
up the roots of this colonialist culture. Let us help each 
other and cast these parasites out of the society, because the 
Islamic Republic must not have prisons and prisoners like the 
tyrannical regime did. 


Addressing the authorities of the prisons, the prosecutor 
general of the Islamic revolution said: The prison environment 
must be constructive. The prisons must not turn into environ- 
ments in which all sorts of crimes are spread. A crime commit- 
ted in prison goes against the standards of our revolution. 

The prisoner is found guilty, for he has committed a corrupt 
act. He must be reformed and returned to the society. If 
educational and training classes are set up for prisoners, you 
can rest assured that 90 percent of them will be reformed at the 
beginning of the classes. These are our own children. We must 
train them so that they can serve the society. No one is 
permitted to spread unlawful acts in prison, The expenses for 
you, the prisoners, are provided by the oppressed nation which 
is ever present on the scene. Hence, familiarize yourselves 
with Islamic precepts during your stay in prison; memorize the 
Koran. When you are released from prison, you can say that 

you were at the university where you memorized the Koran and 
became a truly perfect human being. 


He said: There are committees working in Evin and the Prosecu- 
tor General's Office. We hope that soon, decisions will be 
made concerning those who deserve pardons, or that at least 
their sentences will be reduced. 
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HiOjjatoleslam Musavi-Tabrizi, addressing the prisoners, added: 
Be guided; there is hove for freedom. 


Let us begin and create the anniversary of the decade of dawn 
together in prison with a new dawn and a new beginning. Let us 
make an effort so that our dear revolution can attain its final 


goals. 


Musavi-Tabrizi also pointed out that every prisoner of the 
revolution court who repents and whose reformation is approved 
by the political and ideological authorities can also be 


approved by us. 


According to the correspondent of the ISLAMIC REPUBLIC NEWS 
AGENCY, in conclusion, Hojjatoleslam Musavi-Tabrizi gave 
instructions to prison authorities concerning examination of 
prisoners and determining the status of persons still in

IRNA REPORTS ON RESETTLEMENT OF IRAQI DEPORTEES

[Text] Tehran, 12 Mar (IRNA)--Some 1,258 Iraqi deportees have been re-settled 
in Jahrom, Fars Province. They arrived in Iran last week after a difficult 
journey through snow covered mountainous areas. The deportees had been forced 
to leave behind all their belongings and property. 


Ever since their arrival the deportees were given a warm welcome and good 
treatment by the Islamic Republic of Iran. The deportees praised the hospi- 
tality of Iranians and requested international organisations and foreign 
reporters to disclose the inhuman and savage actions of Saddam. However, so 
far no measure has been taken by any international organisations in this 
respect. 


Several of the deportees in an interview said that the situation in Iraq 
was very tense and added that the Muslims were forbidden to pray and visit 
holy shrines. A man from Karbala said the Iraqis have stationed certain 
bandits in the border mountains and as soon as the deportees were abandoned 
in the mountainous areas they stripped them of their remaining belongings 
and harassed them. 


Another deportee said that nobody was allowed to talk about the Islamic 
revolution of Iran and one time a group of youths who were chanting slogans 
in support of Imam Khomeyni were attacked; nine were killed and 30 were 
arrested, he said. He also said that now Saddam was ashamed of his aggres- 
sion against Iran and has realised that he made a big mistake and this was 
evident from the unrest among military officers and [words indistinct]. 


Another female deportee said that Saddam had strong relations with the 

Zionist regime and he was receiving aid from the United States, Egypt, Saudi 
Arabia, Kuwait, France, England and the United Arab Emirates. At the same 
time, the Iraqi regime was expelling people who have lived in Iraq for genera- 
tions. The Iraqi regime confiscates all belongings of the deportees and 
harasses them in all possible ways. She said that on their way to Iran the 
Iraqis committed acts of atrocity against them and did not have mercy on 

their children and daughters.

We try to reduce idleness and sitting behind desks and encourage 
the youth towards productive industrial work. 
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The spokesman of the government then took part in the gathering 
of members of the Islamic societies of Khorasan offices, held in 
the mosque of Mashhad University, and, in a speech, said: 


Your behavior must be an example for government employees in the 
offices, because, when a person is faithful, he considers every- 
thing to be of God and will eliminate pride in himself, which is 
destructive to religion and worship. 


He added: The most important thing that the Islamic societies 
must consider is guidance. The basis of the work of the members 
of Islamic societies must be instruction to do good and preven- 
tion from doing evil. 


He added: Your work must be done through guidance channels. If 
there are personal faults in an individual, making an issue out 
of such faults in a critical manner in the Islamic societies is 
not right. The minister of labor and goveriment spokesman 
emphasized that Islamic societies must avoid interfering in the 
administrative affairs, management, and the authority conferred 
by the minister upor directors-general, and other administrative 
authorities. For this purpose, they should offer guidance and 
advice in making reforms. 


According to this report, Tavakoli then responded to the ques- 
tions of participants in the meeting concerning various issues. 
At the end of this v-.sit, a speech program was held at Qa'em 
Hospital in Mashhac., after which the minister of labor visited 
with and consoled the war injured in the hospital.

WAR MEDIATION, YARKUK CORPS COMMENTED ON BY CLANDESTINE RADIO

[Excerpts] Following Ruhollah Khomeyni's remarks on the need to end the war 
with Iraq by force, once again hopes for the establishment of a cease-fire and 
peace between the two neighboring countries were lost, 


The importunity of the regime ruling Iran to continue the war and in rejecting 
any proposal for a respectable peace is exactly the opposite of the high hopes 
expressed by Ahmed Sekou Toure, president of African Guinea and head of the 
Islamic Conference delegation for peace, -t the end of his trip to Tehran 

and upon returning to Jidda where he said that the result of talks in the 
capitals of Iran and Iraq were positive and expressed hopes toward the 
establishment of a cease-fire and the commencement of talks to solve differ- 
ences. 


A Voice of Iran correspondent reports that members of the Special Peace 
Committee of the Islamic Conference held talks with officials of the clerical 
regime in Tehran for 5 hours and tried to gain their views on the mediation 
proposals. According to a proposal put forth by the Islamic Conference, an 
immediate cease-fire would be established at a specific time immediately 
after the agreement by the two regimes on all fronts and forces from the 
Islamic Conference would supervise its implementation. Following the cease- 
fire preliminary steps toward the commencement of peace talks and discussions 
on details and the amounts of compensations and their payment would be 
immediately taken. The Voice of Iran correspondent adds that the Khamene'i 
brothers, Sheykh Hashemi-Rafsanjani and three military officials were among 
the people who held discussions with the peace delegation. According to 
informed sources, during these 5-hour talks officials of the regime ruling 
Iran thanked the mediation delegation for its efforts and (?showed good 
will), but immediately after these talks and the departure of the delegation 
from Tehran ‘Ali Musavi Khamene'i and Hashemi-Rafsanjani met with Khomeyni 
confidentially and encouraged him to continue the war. On the basis of this, 
in his remarks Khomeyni described any peace and compatibility to end the 
18-month war as treason. 


Political observers say that the efforts by the nonaligned organization's 
special delegation for mediation between the Tehran and Baghdad regimes too 
will not yield any results in view of the importunity of the regime ruling 
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Iran. Observers have also not ignored the role played by some colonialist 
powers in fanning the flames of the importunity of the clerical government 
and especially refer to reports and commentaries which have appeared in some 
newspapers and broadcast on some radios on the eve of the fresh mission by 
the Islamic Conference concerning the Islamic Republic's victories. 

Observers of regional affairs believe that if the Islamic Republic was able 
to liberate about 60 percent of the occupied territories, these victories are 
owed only to the great (?bravery) of the Iranian armed forces which suffered 
(?great damages) by the clergymen before the war with Iraq. But despite these 
victories still more than 40 percent of the occupied territories are in the 
hands of Iraqi forces and in general the result of the two regimes’ wars 
during the past 18 months have shown that this war will be fruitless and as 
military analysts have said [word indistinct]. 


Meanwhile, news agencies have reported from Amman that the second unit of 

the Yarmuk Corps consisting of Jordanian volunteers left Amman for Baghdad 

on Monday evening in order to go to the war fronts against Khomeyni's regime. 
This report also includes the figures on the number of men [words indistinct]. 
The first group of Jordanian volunteers left for Iraq last week and are now 
fighting next to Iraqi soldiers against Khomeyni's Islamic Republic. One of 
the Yarmuk Corps volunteers told correspondents before leaving for Iraq: 

Our objective is to fight against Khomeyni who is considered to be an enemy 

of Islam. Our war is a war with the enemies of Islam and not with the Iranian 
armed forces and people.

[Interview with Mas'ud Kamali, member of Cential Committee of Neqab Organiza- 
tion, from series on "Black Deeds of the Khomeyni Regime''--recorded] 


[Excerpts] We invite you to listen to the history of the formation of the 
Neqab Organization and the reason for feeling the need for an armed uprising 
to overthrow the republic of ruffians and mullahs. This is related in a 

Radio Iran interview with Mas'ud Kamali, a member of the Central Committee 

of the Neqab Organization. He was in charge of the Committee for Publications 
and also in charge of the organization's paramilitary operations. 


[Begin recording] [Question] Mr Kamali, can you tell us how and under what 
circumstances the Neqab Organization was formed? 


[Answer] The Neqab Organization was not formed suddenly or with a single 
stroke. In order to answer your question I have to talk about the events 
since the winter of 1979. Many individuals who considered the movement prior 
to 11 February [the date Khomeyni assumed power] a turning point in the 
history of the national struggle and had their eyes on a bright future after 
recovering from the shock of this blow quickly realized, following the arrival 
of Khomeyni and the rule of mullahs, that the political struggle would fail 

in the suffocating atmosphere established in the country by bullets. From 
early in 1980 those who wished to at least do something came together in 
military and nonmilitary groups. Personally, I and a number of military and 
civilian companions formed a small group. Unfortunately, we had limited 
resources. In December 1979 an army member in our group reported that another 
group with beliefs similar to ours had been formed in Tehran. I contacted 
him and following a meeting with our friends--I will not reveal the location 
of this meeting--we contacted two representatives of this group. 


Our group expanded through new members and contact with trusted individuals. 
It should be said that the general hatred for Khomeyni made this easy. 

Around May 1980 a large number of Iranians joined us. Among them were members 
of every class such as officers, NCO's, government employees, civilians, 
doctors, engineers, wiversity workers and even bazaaris. We were also able 
t. “uy 15 kalashnikov submachineguns through an official on the committee 

of e of the central cities of our country. Under those circumstances 
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this was very important. On 23 May 1980 the Central Vommittee officially 
chose the name of Neqab for the organization. 


[Question] How many people composed the Central Committee of the Neqab 
Organization and precisely why was this name chosen? 


[Answer] I don't want to say anything about the number of Central Committee 
members. The name was chosen because of the faith of the members in the 
nobility of the uprising of the Iranian nation and because of the mullahs‘ 
theft of this and former uprisings. Neqab is an acronym for the liberation 
of the revolution of great Iran [nejat-e qiyam-e Iran-e bozorg]. The members 
of Neqab believe that the first uprising in the past 30 years was foiled by 
mullahs such is Abulqasem Kashani on 19 August 1952. 


The second uprising in 1963 was again the victim of the treachery of the 
mullahs. The last national uprising on 11 February 1979 was diverted by 
mullahs headed by Khomeyni and is the cause of the present situation. Those 
in the Neqab Organization took its slogan as "on Mosaddeq and the nation's 
road" and their aim was to free the uprising of great Iran. 


[Question] Mr Kamali, when did you seriously consider operations? 


[Answer] At the beginning of July 1980 the number of compatriots prepared to | 
make sacrifices for the organization had reached the level where the start | 
of operations became possible. Financial support from our dear compatriots 

helped the organization. The main problem was the lack of sufficient weapons. 
The army members of the organization had obtained around 90 UZI's, G-3's and | 
kalashnikovs, but considering the circumstances at the © .me this number of 

weapons was insufficient. Frequent purchases of arms in small quantities 

were not difficult at the time but were very dangerous. The operations 

program was reviewed carefully and all aspects studied. Fortunately, our 

branch in the West was able to send 250 G-3's and 40 other light machineguns 

to us in Tehran on 23 June. We had no shortage of handguns. However, the 

use of handguns is limited. 


[Question] As you pointed out the last purchase of arms was on 23 July, 
exactly 10 days before the uprising. Could you not delay the main move in 
order to better arm yourselves so you would be better prepared? 


[Answer] You see, the increase in criminal actions made many of the members 
of our organization, especially the youmg ones, eager for action. 


[Question] Why did you not think of asking a foreigr power for help? 


[Answer] We had the experience of foreign help on 19 August 1952 and on 

11 February 1979 and saw its results. We preferred to face the danger 
ourselves, obtain weapons from around the country and not be involved with a 
foreign power whose interests would no doubt clash with the interests of a 
nationalist and patriotic group. Our road was that of Mosaddeq--that is, no 
reliance on foreigners--even though we saw what they did to Mosaddeq. 
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[Question] After the failure of the uprising and the arrest of a number of 
Neqab Organization members, in a press conference Reyshahri said that it had 
been decided to form a military council and establish a military regime in 
Iran had the attempt been successful until the election of a president 
desired by the organization. They were operating in direct contact with 
Bakhtiar since they realized that a monarchy in Iran was not possible. Their 
aim was to bring Bakhtiar back to power as the president and then establish 
a social democrat pro-U.S. government in Iran. This is what Reyshahri said. 
However, many things (?about your contacts) with Dr Bakhtiar were said. 
Members of the Neqab Organization, such as the late Farrokhzad Jahangiri, 
said openly in court that their aim was to establish social democracy and bring 
back Bakhtiar. 


[Answer] You see, only Reyshahri may know the meaning of U.S.-style social 
democracy. If we wanted to establish a U.S.-style social democracy, we 
would have obtained money and arms from the United States and would not have 
suffered a great deal or endangered the lives of our compatriots © order 

to obtain a few machineguns. Our aim was to establish a social democracy 
without any suffix. We wanted to form a government based on social justice 
and national sovereignty. With regard to our contact with Dr Bakhtiar, I 
should say that only a few people in the entire organization may have met 
him during his premiership or in the Iran party. [End recording]

DRIVE TO ESTABLISH HEAVY INDUSTRY ASSESSED

[Text] The bill to establish a Ministry of Heavy Industry was recently 
submitted to the Majlis by the Cabinet. Prime Minister Musavi, while 
expounding on the fact tha’ “the government will not hold back granting any 
type of credit needed for setting up and activating heavy industry," empha- 
sized: "Next year we will begin to establish heavy industry at whatever 
cost." (KEYHAN, 5 January 1981). 


Given the nature of the Ministry of Heavy Industry bill and the prime 
minister's good news that the next year would be a year of planning, one should 
regard this emphatic and self-assured attitude as a good omen and hope for 
success in its realization. 


The fact is that the way to independence--as one of the revolution's main 
goals--is primarily by gaining economic independence and creation of a 

strong foundation for industry. And this important undertaking is not 
feasible but through the establishment of primary industries and multilateral 
support for them. 


It should be appropriate for us to recall how this great path to national 
independence and economic progress had been corrupted and tampered with in 

the past. As a result, the deadends that led to recession and bankruptcy 

were presented to the people as the means for economic expansion. On the one 
hand, the treacherous Pahlavi regime according to its nature and ro.¢, which 
was nothing but the creation of the best conditions for plundering imperialism 
led by the United States, was both performing its middleman role in gratifying 
the imperialists and satiating the plundering monopolies of capitalism by 
handing over the national wealth--particularly oil--to imperialists; and was 
frantically rushing to militarize every sector of the country, including the 
economy. On the other hand, the despicable shah was trying to turn Iran ir 9 
a heaven for foreign investors and, in fact, into a spread table that could 
satisfv the crisis-stricken imperialist world with a variety of tasty edibles 
taken from the masses and prepared with the labor of the deprived people 
themselves. In view of this, the so-called "Royal Reforms" opened the way 

for the infusion of imperialist capital into every corner of the country. 

The assembly industry, like a wild mushroom, took over a number of fields 

such that through the exploitation of cheap labor, customs facilities and 
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free semi-finished goods, they filled the coffers of the monopolies. And by 
looting the natural resources and the unbridled exploitation of Iran's toilers, 
their markets were augmented. In this way the crisis-stricken economy of 

our country--whether in industry or agriculture--was on the verge of collapse. 
Such was the meaning of "Grand Royal civilization!" 


It wa. *n the light of such a treacherous policy that the deprived masses 


undert: ‘= struggle. The regime, while mercilessly crushing the toilers' 
indepei. d their justice-seeking aims, was forced to present--by 
inverting .. “-cts--a false picture of prosperity and a burgeoning economy. 


And with trumpet and bugle, the regime spoke falsely of progress in all 
sectors and utilized all its propaganda mills to circulate these lies. But, 
in spite of the plundering and treacherous operation of the previous order, 
the necessities of economic growth were here and there giving some signs that 
true economic structures were being established. And it is manifest that 
they were the targets of sabotage by the imperialists. Among them, the Iran 
steel industry continually encountered obstacles and hardships caused by 
them. Fortunately, the Islamic revolution of Iran obliterated the foundation 
of imperiei policies and laid the groudwork for the reinstatement of funda- 
mental views as to the attainment of independence. But once again the 
liberals raised an uproar, reasoning "because we had been dependent, we are 
compelled to remain so." The demogogueries of the liberals in this regard 
are very inutructive and illustrative. Amir-Entezam, that infamous CIA spy, 
as the government spokesman "step by step" in collusion with U.S. imperialism, 
repeatedly used to say: 


"The steel mill process is not economical nor is it up-to-date."! 


The minister of labor at that time also used to threaten to close down this 
largest labor unit in the country. The minister of economic affairs at the 
time also tried in every way to declare the steel mills "of no value." 
Bani-Sadr declared the location of the steel mills as "wrong" and "without 
prior study."" And his rationale was the "import of iron ore from India"! 
In fact, according to the "Central Council of Steel Workers," this ore used 
to be obtained from the Yazd region! 


The president of the provisional government also "step by step" characterized 
the steel industry as a "loss." All this uproar was to pav2 the way for the 
return of the United States. The second minister of labor used to call for 
the "creation of cooperatives by unemployed graduates," instead of emphasizing 
the necessity of a basic transformation in the country's economic structure 
and industrial condition. These cooperatives supposedly were to serve as the 
embryo of our country's future industry! 


Thus the rationale used to be as if our reliance on heavy industry and 
planning in this area were to force us to stretch out a dependent hand to 
the superpowers and to need the others for capital and credit, technology, 
planning and operation. And as if this trend would have equated to the 
evolution and entrenchment of dependencies. 
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Fortunately, in spite of blackmail by the partisans of dependent large-scale 
capitalism and in spite of a mountain of articles and an abumdance of decep- 
tive views on this matter, a positive inclinici3 2n has now taken its place 

at the center of the sovereignty of the Islauic Republic of Iran and priority 
must be given to strengthening and expanding heavy industry. 





As Minister of Industries Mr Hashemi said: "The government sector is 
currently engaged in investing in productive undertakings and, in the national 
budget for next year, special attention has been given to industrial projects, 
among them the establishment and/or expansion of the Ahvaz and Mobarakeh steel 
industry, the steel mill at Esfahan, the copper industry, the petrochemical 
industry, car and tractor manufacturing, ship building and other essential 
industries." 


The minister has also said: "The government is making adequate investments 
in the area of basic and essential industries and, furthermore, modernization 
is underway on existing factories." 


The minister of industries emphasizes that government resources earmarked for 
expanding heavy industry in fact "can be increased beyond the amount anti- 
cipated in the government budget," should the growth of industry in practice 
require such an amount. And he added: "We are able to make these types of 
investments when necessary." 


And finally, the cria ~f the minister's statement was, in his words: 'The 
government must establisi. essential primary industries and the optimum condi- 
tion for attaining irdustrial independence is the establishment of these 

very industries." 


Only one simple comparison will suffice to show the path that has been 
traversed from the previous views to the essential confrontation of today. 
The former minister who supported the plan for "productive cooperatives" 
used to say: "A group of individuals who are short on capital but who are 
knowledgeable experts ere being assisted by the banks and the government, 
providing them with capital so that they can undertake reconstruction and 
production work. In this way they can save the country from dependency." 
And he would add: '"These cooperatives as a rule eliminate the opportunity 
for one man's exploitation by another!" 


As we have noted, this view does not show the slightest interest in primary 
industry. 


Fortunately, revolutionary experience has in large measure been able to erase 
the traces of these bad practices. The merit of the plan to crecte a 
Ministry of Heavy Industry is in the fact that it indicates a furdamental 
shift in this area despite hindrances that held perilous dangers tor the 
prospect of revolutionary Iran's gaining economic independence. 


We know that existing resources must be protected, that negative points of 


view have to be set aside, and that the transformation in the structure of 
industry has to begin by way or a multilateral plan. In this pursuit, 
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countries friendly to the revolution through their liberal aid and without 
the slightest expectation, will always be on our side. 


If imperialist Japan evades in various ways completing the petrochemical 
project, despite its prior commitment, then the work will be carried to 
completion by Iranian engineers, technizians and workers. The examples of 
successful projects that in years past were completed by socialist countries 
in Iran's steel and car manufacturing industries are the best evidence for 
the claim that the friends of the revolution have extended in a practical, 
beneficialand constructive manner a helping hand to our revolution. 


Fortunately, our country is rich in mineral resources. Enormous wealth in 
oil, iron, copper, etc. are the best collateral for securing funds and raw 
materials for industrial expansion. The constructive force of our technicians 
and workers will also remove every obstacle in the way. Thus, many favorable 
opportunities lie before us. The urgency of the moment requires the founda- 
tion of an increasing and real labor force; and the general needs of society 
to be met in this way and by ensuring the country’s economic growth. 


The defeat of imperialist plots led by the United States against the revolu- 
tion depends to @ great extent on the success of this venture.

As a result of 
this electrical outreach, more than 80,000 of the people of the 
villages i the two above-mentioned provinces are benefitting 
from the & ,antages of electricity. 


With this j1ouncement, the water and power organization of 
Khuzestan .«sied: Tne districts in which 95 villages joined the

GAINS REFLECTED IN CONSUMER AFFAIRS 
Expansion of Fisheries 
Tehran KEYHAN in Persian 2 Feb 82 p 2 


[Interview with Deputy Minister of Agriculture Mir Mohammad 
sadeqi, date and place not given] 


[Text] In the five-year plan for southern 
fisheries, 80 billion rials have been set aside 
in the budget. We hope that by 21 Mar 86, 
fishing will reach 230 tons. The goal is to 
make up the protein shortage in the country 
through fishing and fishery products. 


Mir Mohammad Sadeqi, the deputy minister of agriculture in 
charge of fishing and marine life concerns, explained the goals 
and programs of fisheries in a press and radio-television 
interview. According to a report by the economic correspondent 
of KEYHAN, in this interview, "Asadollah Hazratzadeh," the 
director general of northern fisheries, also participated. 
First, Mir Mohammad Sadeqi, referring to the level of protein 
consumption in the country and the insufficient supply of red 
meat, Said: The issue of self-sufficiency, especially in food- 
stuff, is an issue which, more than everything else, we should 
attend to in our country. In a recent visit to the imam, he 
emphatically said: As long as we do not provide our own food, 
we cannot say that we are independent. He added: What is 
certain is that presently, we import 150,000 tons of red meat 
from abroad to provide the meat consumed in the country. In 
trying to achieve self-sufficiency in this area, that is, not to 
require the import of meat from abroad, due to climatic condi- 
tions and the shortage of water in the country, we will not be 
able to provide for our meat consumption in the near future by 
raising domestic livestock. Hence, after studies were made, we 
arrived at the conclusion that with short and medium term pro- 
grams to raise the level of fishing, we will be able to make up 
the protein deficiency in the country. He added: According to 
Statistics available to us concerning the level of fishing in 
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the world during the pertod <1 Mar 78-20 Mar 7Y¥, the fishing of 
all the countries in the world amounts to 73 million tons, If 
we divide this figure among the world's population, our share 
snould be 730,000 tons per year. The per capita production of 
fish in the world is 13 kg, but, presently, our production of 
fish does not exceed 1 kg prr capita. On the other hand, our 
resources in the southern sea are 40,000 tons per year. But, our 
southern fisheries have been able to produce only 14,000 tons 
this year. This figure, compared to that during the previous 
year, which was 7,000 tons, shows a 100 percent increase. 
Considering the resources we Nave available to us in the south 
and tnis rapid growth, we believe that the increase of fishing 

in the south could make up for the red meat shortages and we must 
make better use of these resources. 


80 Billion Rials for Southern Fisheries 


Mir Monammad Sadeqi, who took over the position of deputy minis- 
ter of agriculture a week ago, added that he believes that with 
the change of management, he will not require new personnel or 
to change the organization. 


The deputy minister of agriculture for fishing affairs then said, 
concerning the future plans of fisheries: To increase fishing 
production in the future, detailed plans are in the works, to 
Which I will refer here briefly. In the five-year plan, more 
than 80 billion rials have been allocated in the budget for the 
southern fisheries alone. Of this amount, more than 50 billion 
rials have been allotted to conventional fishing and 30 billion 
rials to industrial fishing. Although conventional fishing will 
yield less profit, we consider it important. Presently, 7,000 
fisnermen are working in the south who must be strengthened and 
resources must be placed at their disposal. He added: With this 
program, it is anticipated that our fishing will reach a level 
enabling us to produce 40,000 tons of fish for consumers. 

Through the hiring of several ships and the contracts which have 
been Signed with other countries, we hope that during the period 
21 Mar 86-20 Mar 87, we will be able to bring fishing in the 
southern sea to 230,000 tons per year, of which 100,000 will be 
obtained through conventional methods and 130,000 through indus- 
trial fishing. 


ruel Transport in Hamadan 
Tehran KEYHAN in Persian 3 Feb 82 p 8 
[Interview with Qasem Shamekhi, date and place not given] 
[Text ] Hamadan, KEYHAN correspondent--With the 


cooperation of the Foundation of the Oppressed and 
the provincial bank in Hamadan, a fuel 
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transport company in which 150 persons will be 
employed was established to begin operation 
soon. 


Qasem Shamekhi, the cirector of the agricultural unit of the 
Foundation of the Oppressed Made this announcement in an exclusive 
interview with our KEYHAN correspondent and said: Also, simulta- 
neous with the ceremonies marking Unity Week, Resalat Printing 
House, which belongs to the Foundation of the Oppressed, whose goal is 
to print textbooks for the western region or at least for the 
Province of Hamadan, was opened in Hamadan. Among the activities 
of this newly established printing house will be printing posters, 
offsetting, notebook production, and importing and distributing 
paper for printing houses throughout the Province of Hamadan. 


He added: All the necessary equipment has been purchased. Only 
the bookbinding machine is not ready. The purchase of this 
machine and the operation of the above-mentioned unit will 
absorb 180 employees, 


Reconstruction of Agriculturai Equipment and Resources 


Pointing out the agricultural activities of the Foundation of the 
Oppressed, he added: The equipment of the farms and gardens 
which have fallen into the hands of the Foundation as a result of 
the injustice of the landowners toward the villagers has been 
plundered or is completely out of order. Hence, the Foundation 
must rebuild the destroyed parts and has reactivated the farms 

to some extent. Of course, in the early years, it was faced with 
losses; but, fortunately, it is now making a profit. 


Shamekhi said concerning unsupervised and undetermined lands: 
Before Paragraph "C" was set aside, these lands were directly 
cultivated by the Foundation and a number of them were given over 
to the new settlers in the villages. But, after Paragraph "C" 
was set aside, the Foundation took over the supervision of 
unsupervised farms and prevented them from becoming inactive. Of 
the products obtained by the Foundation, we can mention 1,700 
tons of alfalfa, which was sold to the Foundation in the capital 
and the construction crusade of Najafabad, Esfahan. 


Also, the sale of 300,000 saplings and the production of sugar 
beets and tneir delivery to the sugar factory of Hamadan are 
among the other production activities of the Foundation. 
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More Electricity for Kerman

(interview with Engineer Arabnezhad, Managing Director for Power, date and 
place not given] 


_ Text } Kerman--The regional electric company of Kerman Province, 
after the victory of the revolution, has brought electricity to 
263 villages and is also involved in spreading the electrical 
outreach to 565 other villages. 


Engineer ArabneZhad, the managing director for regional power, 
spoke in an interview with the correspondent of the ISLAMIC 
REPUBLIC NEWS AGENCY about the accomplishments in the area of 
lighting projects in the cities and villages of Kerman Province. 


He Said: Fortunately, through the efforts of our colleagues in 
the regional electric company we have been able, during the past 
10 months, to reduce a 10-year plan to 5 years and it is hoped 
that this plan will be completed by next year. He said: Before 
the revolution, from 21 Mar 66-20 Mar 78, the regional electric 
company brought electricity to 173 villages. Whereas, during the 
period 21 Mar 79-20 Mar 80, the number of villages which received 
electricity was 62, during the following year, a total of 47, 

and during the 10 months of the current year, 154 villages in 
Kerman Province received electricity. Activities were at such a 
level that we were confronted with a shortage of funds. For this 
reason, we have requested additional funds of 100 million rials 
from the Office of the Governor-General of Kerman for the last 
two months of this year. He also said: Presently, 436 villages 
in Kerman Province are covered by the electrical outreach 
program, 


The managing director of the regional electric company of Kerman 
added: The electrical outreach programs for 565 other villages 
are being worked on and soon operations in 45 villages will 
begin. It is hopec that by the middle of next year, all the 
villages in Shahdad District will receive electricity. 


He added: The implementation of the lighting projects in 
Shahdad District will transform the agricultural situation in 
this region. Thusfar, about five wells have been dug along the 
electrical outreach lines. With the installation of motor 
pumps, a large amount of land will be cultivated. 


In connection with the implementation of industrial projects and 
agricultural production units, Engineer Arabnezhad said: In the 
first 10 months of the current year, there have been 232 agricul- 
tural unit projects in Kerman Province using electricity. This 
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was funded from the distribution project fund, amounting to 
1,250,000,000 rials. 


He said: Thusfar, 24 transformer stations have been built in the 
city of Kerman. In the implementation of this project, the Bam 
power plant will be expanded with the installation of four 
2,000-Kilowatt power generators. Presently, the building of this 
power plant has begun. 


In addition, in order to expand the electrical outreach network 
of the cities, the number of pole-manufacturing workshops has 
increased in the province. Presently, in the implementation of 
90 percent of the electrical outreach projects, cement poles are 
being used and 60 cement poles are made each day. Also, since 
the victory of the revolution, working towards the implementation 
of the developmental projects for industrial and agricultural 
electricity, we have provided electricity for 600 agricultural 
pumps. 


The managing director of Kerman regional electric company 
announced in this interview: Keeping in mind the population of 
the province, presently, 170,000 families benefit from 
electricity. 


At the end of this interview, he announced: Even though since 
the beginning of fall this year, the regional electric company of 
Sistan-Baluchestan Separated from Kerman regional company, this 
company has continued its past activities in that province and 
has completed 10 electrical outreach projects in the Province of 
Sistan-Baluchestan.

Revolution Guards Corps in the city too made a similar threat and called on 
the Kurds and other inhabitants of West Azarbayjan to stop cooperation with 
monarchist forces. Moreover, several theological students and mullahs in 
Reza'iyeh have distributed a statement calling for decisiveness by the 
Revolution Guards in this area. These students are extremely scared of the 
people's anticlerical feelings. The Voice of Iran correspondent points out 
that the terror of the regime's elements in Reza'iyeh stems from the activities 
of forces which have been established on our country’s borders with Turkey 
and the several rapid commando operations, which received the people's help 
and cooperation.

SALE OF GOLD FOR ARMS--Following the AP report that the clerical regime of Iran 
has sold 150 tons of gold in world markets, a Free Voice of Iran correspondent, 
quoting informed sources in Theran, reported that this gold was sold by the 
regime in three puases with the help of international middlemen.

GOVERNMENT ACTIONS DISRUPT PEACFUL COEXISTENCE IN GAZA STRIP 
Tel Aviv DAVAR in Hebrew 11 Dec 81 p 15 
[Article by Dani Tzidqoni: "Not Only the Tires Are Burning"] 


[Text] In the Gaza Strip the delicate system of peaceful coexistence that 
was nurtured with understanding for 10 years is going up in smoke. 


When the morning light rises over the orchards of the Gaza Strip, clouds of 
smoke rise with it from various places. Lately the black smoke does not 
attract the attention of the army, the population or even of the reporter 
who turns his attention at this early hour towards Gaza. 


A tire burns in one of the main streets of Gaza. Cars pass by. So dol. 

What is burning now in Gaza is more than tires--it is the delicate system of 
peaceful coexistence that was nurtured with acumen by wise governors like 
Abraham 'Orli, may he rest in peace, David Maimon, Yosef Qastel and Yitzhaq 
Segev and by ministers like Dayan, Peres and Weizman over the last 10 years. 
All of this is being undermined now against the strange background of the 
levying of taxes. Commentator Tzvi Alpheleg relates over the radio that the 
hand of the PLO is behind the strike and that the struggle that is occvrring 
now in Gaza is over the question of who will control it, Israel or the PLO. 

I decide to clarify the matter before the welding crews go out on the streets. 


I approach a person who was an officer in Al-Fatah and who has already served 
his time for it in an Israeli prison. He tells me that I have to understand 
that "we do not do everything that the PLO wants."' But he does not deny the 
possibility that lately the PLO has been stirri.ig the pot and encouraging 

an escalation of the strike here. But it is not a question of the PLO, 

and he describes again the development of events that led to the present 
escalation against the background of the levying of the value added tax (VAT). 


The Ascendancy of Rashad al-Shawwah 


A well-known figure in the city tells me that the doctor's strike that 
broke out prior to the declaration by the town council of a strike against 
the civilian administration frustrated the mayor, Rashad al-Shawwah, who 
is now "number 1" even with his long-time oppenenets. He feels the insult 
that now unites Gaza for the first time in the 15-year occupation. It is 
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mot resistance to the conqueror but rather resistance to paying taxes. This 
elderiy leader and experienced politician, whose courage is admitted even 

by his opponents, turned the VAT into a political issue. It is possible to 
Say that in the evening of his days, customs has played into his hands. People 
who are considered his sworn opponents and who have never minced words in 
criticizing his leadership are now coming to his house and being advised 

on how to manage the struggle. Ome of them told me that last night he sat 
with others by the bed of the sick al-Shawwah until almost 2:00 am. Ma'‘amun 
Huzender, sone of the late Imam of Gaza, Shaykh Ha’shem, who was chief among 
al-Shawwah's opponents, says to me: "Do you know what it means for me to 

go and sit in his house? But the national question is more important than 
our family feud." 


On a side street, a welding convoy goes by. In the lead car is a lieutenant 
colonel whose responsibility it is as part of his administrative duties to 
oversee the services provided to the population. A doctor standing beside 
me comments: ''You see what kind of services." After the lead car there is 
a truck with a detachment of soldiers and behind it two welding trucks are 
towed. The soldiers weld shut an adjacent shop. The residents of the area 
do not draw near but watch the goings-on from a distance. Passing by on the 
street is al-Shawwah's daughter, the owner of a boutique in the same area, 
which was also welded. 


The Wall of China 


I go in to visit Dr Hassan Abu Razallah. His house is surrounded by a high 
concrete fence patrolled by a German shepherd. The gates open electronically 
only after visitors identify themselves on the intercom. Inside the house 
they are watching a tape of Israeli television on a video recorder. We talk 
about the situation, and then the doctor asks me if I noticed the Israeli 
flag painted on the wall of his house. The day before yesterday, he says, 
an IDF jeep arrived in the vicinity of the house. The soldiers talked to 
his wife on the intercom and told her that she had to remove and erase from 
the wall an inscription that called for a continuation of the strike. She 
said that she would not go out to remove it because she did not write it, 
and the wall was in the public domain. When Dr Abu Razallah came home in 
the evening, he saw a large drawing on the wall in black of two Israeli 
flags, a drawing of two people the significance of which he did not under- 
stand, and a Hebrew inscription the meaning of which he did understand. 
Neighbors told him that they saw the soldiers painting it. He appealed to 
the authorities, who promised him that they would remove it, but although 
the graffiti was erased, along with the picture of the two men, one of the 
Israeli flags was left. The doctor calls his fence the "wall of China," an 
allusion to what happened in China in the days of the cultural revolution. 


At the entrance to district headquarters there is a long line of merchants 
waiting for a quick decision. Ome of the lawyers who represents them says 
with a smile: "Here you have a Khomeyni-style court." At the doctors' 
federation building, the doctors stand, as always, in their elegant suits 
waiting for something to move. Just as with the merchants. The store of 
Spare parts dealer Khalil Zakhriya is closed. They are demanding 7 million

Israeli lira in VAT from him. He tells his acquaintances that it would be 
better to close than pay such sums. Bands of young soldiers move in the 
streets. One of them stops the car of an engineer. Five youths check his 
credentials. I ask a handsome young blond soldier "How is it going?" and he 
answers, "I actually volunteered." In another place, one of the soldiers 
who has served in the area for a iong time asks that I photograph the welding 
operation which he is in charge of. I explain to him chat it is impossible 
because I am not even supposed to be in Gaza that day. The youth, whom I 
remember still from the hard years of terror, tells me that I should know 
that before he welds he tells the merchants to open the stores and only 
afterward does he weld. 


How the IDF Levies Taxes 


On the other side of the street, two soldiers stand with guns drawn and 
prevent the curious from approaching. I step up to visit the stores that 
the welders opened yesterday after they had previously locked them. The 
son of Muhammad al-Bitar, a 60-year-old merchant who is in detention and 
whose store underwent this kind of treatment, says: "Force will not solve 
any problems." Street youths bring me Gilal Mahagi, 16, who tells about a 
soldier who took him into his father's store and beat him about the face. 
Each merchant has his own story and explanation of why he was striking or 
was forced to strike. The claim that it was due to pressure from popular 
threats, I do nct hear. Ome of the big businessmen in the city asks me why 
the civilian administration does not bring the conflict to a conclusion. I 
explain to him that I am not an amalyst and do not know why Israel acts as 
it does in the Gaza Strip. Dr Abu Razallah told me earlier that "if they 
force us to pay taxes as in Israel, they should give us services and salaries 
as in Israel." 


Gaza is an area off limits to newsmen. Events that were once novel here have 
now become, in these times of welding and tire burnings, daily occurrences. 
Once, 10 years ago, we came here to surver IDF antiterrorist activities; 

now it is to see how it levies taxes o1 haderdashery merchants. On store 
doors throughout the city are the letters in black, Latin "D" and a Hebrew 
"ayin" and the numeral 8. Why one store is marked with a D and another with 
an 8, no one knew, and I did not try to find out.

POLITICAL FORCES IN GAZA STRIP REVIEWED, ANALYZED 
Tel Aviv BAMAHANE in Hebrew 16 Dec 81 pp 14-15, 47 
[Article by Haim Raviv: "Who Is Pulling the Strings in Gaza?"] 


[Text] As these lines are being written theve are signs of calm in the Gaza 
region, and life is slowly returning to normal. Two principal factors have 
merged to calm tempers: the concerted actions of the security forces against 
disturbers of the peace and the efforts for a dialogue on the part of the 
civilian administration with various local bodies who opposed the start of 
the value added tax (VAT). But against the background of these bodies there 
was and is still active another factor: the relatively moderate character 

of the general public in the area, and the system of re:ationships that was 
carefully nurtured over the years between residents and Israeli authorities. 


The events that occurred over the last 2 weeks in Gaza were, in fact, ex- 
ceptional in scope but not in their severity. What actually caused the ex- 
citement? 


When the civilian administration took over in Judea and Samaria at the be- 
ginning of November, it led, with the encouragement of the PLO, to a wave 
of protest actions in the region. What lay behind them was the assumption 
that this was a stage in the application of autonomy. But Gaza remained 
quiet at that time. This fact was disturbing to the PLO, which understood 
that the lack of a reaction on the part of the region's inhabitants to the 
government's steps was likely to indicate tacit approval of these steps in 
Judea and Samaria. Therefore, when the civilian administration came to be 
applied in Gaza about a month later, the PLO was quick to act. By means of 
its propaganda broadcasts in Lebanon and with the aid of its supporters in 
Gaza, it began a campaign of incitement with the purpose of arousing the 
populace against the authorities. 


The local leadership, and especially the mayor of Gaza, Rashad al-Shawwah, 
and the chairman of the Red Crescent, Khaydar Abd al-Sha’fi, decided to jump 
on the bandwagon--to take an active part in the incitement and in the "re- 
bellion against the foreign conquest," and by so doing strengthen their 
image as leaders who stand together with the PLO leadership and do not lag 
behind their "hard-nosed" counterparts in Judea and Samaria. 
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"And Yeshurun [Israel] Grew Fat and Ungrateful" 


The opposttion from various sectors to the imposition of taxes was exploited 
by all the above-mentioned bodies to increase for ferment. The opposition 
to the taxes was justified on political-economic grounds, the source of which 
was antipathy to the establishment of a foreign conquest, but these grounds 
in fact lack substance and are rather absurd; for it is an impossible situa- 
tion in which those economic sectors, on the one hand, are ready to enjoy 
economic abundance under <he aegis of the "foreign conqueror," but on the 
other, when it comes to fulfilling elementary debts as is customary in every 
established country, they want to avoid that obligation. The situation is 
entirely parallel to that of "and Yeshurun grew fat and ungrateful." Al- 
most certainly the situation will return to what it was when the agitators 
are rounded up. 


Generally the population of Gaza is characterized by relatively moderate 
political inclinations compared to those of the people of Judea and Samaria. 
The attitude toward Israel is less militant, and with constant contact be- 
tween che populace, including people who could be defined as PLO supporters, 
and the Israeli authorities, the residents usually display rather correct 
and flexible behavior. This fact stems from two basic causes that are con- 
nected with political and economic development in the Gaza region: 


The ecouomic sphere: Since 1972, after hostile terrorist activity was sup- 
pressed in Gaza, a process of reconstruction and economic flowering took 
hold, and the economic situation progressed so far that now the residents 
have something to lose. The standard of living over that period has risen 
dramatically. Indications of this standard of living are obvious in the 
growth of the number of motor vehicles, the upswing in construction and the 
increased demand for electric refrigerators, TV sets, gas ranges, solar water 
heaters and even air conditioners. Thousands of refugees were absorbed into 
the labor pool and have improved their economic situation. Many of them have 
acquired a great deal of property and live today in spacious apartments, even 
if officially they still maintain their status as refugees and enjoy the 
services of the UN relief and employment agency, Enormous improvement has 
taken place in health services. Infant mortality has decreased greatly and 
life expectancy has increased. A significant change has occurred in educa- 
tion. In government and in UNRWA schools in Gaza today more than 140,000 
students are studying, more than one-quarter of the area's total inhabitants. 
The educational system encompasses pedagogical institutes and schools of 
commerce and agriculture. 


Enormous progress has also taken place in agriculture--thanks to the intro- 
duction of mechanization and modern irrigation methods. The gross agri- 
cultural product is estimated today at 1 billion shekels (mainly vegetable 
and citrus cultivation). The beginnings of development can also be seen in 
the field of industry, even if the overwhelming majority can still be clas- 
sified as simple industry. Today there are more than 760 plants and shops 
in Gaza. 
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In the Footsteps of Judea and Samaria 


The political sphere: Political activity in Gaza is, in general, a reflec- 
tion of what happens in Judea and Samaria and maintains a low profile in the 
area. It is necessary to remember that in Gaza there is almost no leader- 
ship base. The leaders who flourished in the region have left it and now oc- 
cupy senior positions in the upper ranks of the PLO. Almost no leaders of 
Stature have remained in the region: but over the years a number of political 
currents have been created that more or less paralled those in Judea and 
Samaria: 


The Nasirist left, which is close to the PLO. In this group one can find 
most of the intellectuals, the elite of the Gazan population and also com- 
mun.ists. Their leader is Dr Khaydar al-Sha'fi, who enjoys great prestige 
among leftist and intellectual circles in the city. It carries great weight. 
Its people are rooted in the community at large and help in the area of 
social services. 


The fanatic religious current: Khomeynite circles that constitute an anti- 
thesis to the Nasiristes and the communists. This group includes many young 
people and has flourished in recent years in the wake of the revolution in 
Iran, and its people are very active. 


The central current, which stands between the two radical poles, the leftists 
and the Khomeynites. The people of this group, whose leader is Rashad al- 
Shawwah, try to maintain contact with as many groups as possible to preserve 
their maneuverability. 


It is knom, for example, that al-Shawwah himself maintains regular contact 
with King Husayn and the PLO leadership, and he does not ignore his Egyptian 
rear. At one time this group manifested a clear pro-Jordanian stance, but 
in recent years an erosion of its orientation towards Jordan has occurred, 
and it seems now to have made a partial "turn" toward the PLO while main- 
taining an ideological bond with Jordan. 


An additional political current is the pragmatic, which manifests a positive 
attitude toward peaceful coexistence with Israel and is ready to cooperate 
with the Israeli administration. The people of this current do not appear 
as a collective force but rather as isolated individuals. These circles 
support the peace process and autonomy, but in the wake of a campaign of 
threats and acts of terror and murder, they hesitate to express their opin- 
ions openly. A year ago a series of murders took place against this back- 
ground. Thus, by waving the whip of terror and murder, the PLO tries to 
assert its influence. This sort of thing has, of course, a cumulative 
effect, but the strength of its influence largely depends on the ability of 
the security people in the region to expose the terrorists and murderers and 
their success in doing so, it must be said, has been gratifying. 





The common denominator of all these currents is the desire to see an end 

to the Israeli conquest and the realization of the yearning for the establish- 
ment of a Palestinian state, with whatever political orientation. But beyond 
that, most of them are willing to coexist peacefully with Israel. 
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Together But Separate 


There is free movement of people between Gaza and Egypt, but not of merchan- 
dise. "The start of traffic between Gaza and Egypt or Jordan," says Rashad 
al-Shawwah, "in no way changes the feeling of the community against the 
Israeli conquest. It only helps several hundred people 'give vent to emo- 
tions’ that have been choked up since 1967." In this connection, the Gaza 
mayor notes that there is no movie theater and no entertainment establish- 
ments in Gaza. Rashad al-Shawwah chooses on purpose to ignore the many ad- 
vantages that have resulted from the confrontation of the inhabitants of 

the region with Israel. 


What implications does the confrontation with Israel have for the inhabi- 
tants of Gaza? It is reasonable to suppose that after 14 years of Israeli 
rule, the youngey generation would have an improved view of Israel, its 
positive sides, and would relate to it accordingly--but this is not so. 
Precisely in their midst are to be found more radicals than in the adult 
generation. This phenomenon has a logic of its om. The youth have soaked 
up the incitement of the PLO and its fellow travelers. Many youths from 
low social strata see their membership in the terrorist organizations as a 
way of breaking the social barrier, since, in the framework of these organi- 
zations, they gain a position of authority. On the other hand, the adults 
who have been through the horrors of war display more balance and soberminded- 
ness in their attitude toward Israel, and many can be found among them who 
speak of the merits of coexistence. 


Many social groups in the Gazan population, especially the intellectuals 
among them, see a blessing in the tie with Israel. They speak with praise 
of Israeli democracy. Even in leftist Nasirist circles, there are many who 
do not view the confrontation with Israel as totally negative. For example, 
they do not deny the fact that far-reaching changes have occurred in the 
economic and social position of the Gazan population. 


Neither intellectual nor populist circles hide their desire for an end to 

the Israeli conquest and the establishment of an independent Palestinian 
state; but by the same toker, they are ready to tell you to your face that 
whatever the political solution of their problem may be, there are two things 
they are not ready to give up--continuation of the ties with Israel and every- 
thing that implies in terms of commerce, employment and so forth and the rules 
of the democratic game that they learned from their contact with Israel. 


This approach, of course, is not shared by the fanatic religious circles, 
which decisively reject the existence of Israel, and likewise many from the 
leftist Nasirist current. For these, as for the inhabitants of Gaza in 
general, the confrontation with Israel is perceived as a reflection of 
Western culture, a psychological shock. The Israeli democracy that was sud- 
denly imposed on them was foreign to their spirit. Many of them saw in it a 
manifestation of weakness and anarchy. These elements were especially angry 
at the Arabs who are employed in Israel, who tasted the "false charms" of 
Israeli-Western culture and lost their Islamic values in the contact with 
Israeli society. 














But not all ct them looked and got hurt. Consider, for example, Muhammad 

(a fictitious name) with whom we talked. Actually he is not a typical ex- 
ample, but he certainly reflects attitudes that cannot be ignored. Muhammad 
has firm views on vrious political questions, and his motto is: "The two 

of us together--but piease, each of us separately." In fact, he is very 
careful in his language, but during the course of the conversation with hin, 
part of which was conducted in Arabic and part in perfect Hebrew, he "warmed 
up" and let his views out between his white teeth. 


"The entire world is against us," he complained to me with an intonation that 
was beyond despair, while waving his hands at his sides like someone who is 
trying to say that all is lost and nothing can be done. "No one--not the 
Egyptians, not the other Arab states, not the Israelis, not the Americans, 
not the Russians--is interested in the establishment of a Palestinian state," 
he says, "only the Palestinians want it, but in the present situation it is 
highly doubtful that they will be able to realize their desire." 


Peace Did Not Change Anything 


Muhammad is an inhabitant of the city of Gaza, 24 years old, graduate of the 
pedagogical institute in the Gaza Strip, who decided to give up teaching 

and chose to work in a gas station in Israel. At first glance, Muhammad 
gives the impression of a pleasant youth, but under the surface is concealed 
a heavy burden of frustration and anger. Muhammad looks at what is going on 
around him with a penetrating, critical eye. The gloomy outlook that char- 
acterizes him is fed by the fact that he has been thrown into a strange alien 
world that, in his words, is in opposition to the ideal of the dream of 
Nasirism on which he grew up and was educated. As one who absorbed lefttist- 
Nasirist indoctrination, Muhammad mostly emphasizes the shadows in the 
system of relationships with Israel, and it is as if his eyes were unable 

to see the lights: the revolution that has occurred in the economic-social 
situation of the Gazan residents after 14 years of Israeli rule. 


About the autonomy program, he says that it would be better than nothing, 
but he does not believe that it will come about because each side interprets 
it differently and there is no consensus. 


And what about the matter of peace? I persist. How has it influenced the 
way of life in the Gaza Strip? ''From an economic point of view it has 
changed almost nothing," Muhammad replies. "I personally have felt no change. 
Gazan residents can, of course, travel to Egypt, but they cannot bring mer- 
chandise. Today there is no commerce between Egypt and Gaza, whereas be- 
fore the peace treaty and before the Israeli withdrawal from El-Arish, the 
Gaza markets were overflowing with goods." 


Muhammad is a member of a large family. He has three brothers and nine 
sisters. At 55, the father divorced his wife and married a girl of 20 who 
bore Muhammad and three other sons. His oldest brother completed his academic 
studies in finance at the University of Cairo and from 19/75 has been away in 
Libya. He works as an agent in a Japanese automobile-marketing firm. One 

of his step-sisters also lives in Libya, and another step-sister lives in 
Qatar. 
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Muhammad's wife worked as a nursery school teacher before they were married. 
When Muhammad realized that she was only making 3,000 shekels per month, he 
decided that it was not worthwhile and that it would be better for her to 
remain at home and also to prevent gossip. 


Even in Africa There Has Been Progress 


Muhammad lives with his family in a three~room apartment, and they also own 
one dunam of land. The second room is for Muhammad and his wife and the 
third room is for guests. "Thank God, it is enough," he tells me in Hebrew; 
"our situation is better than that of many others. There are people here who 
have nothing.” From his work at the gas station, he only makes 1,750 shekels. 
"My boss is a smart man." Muhammad says. "He made an agreement with me that 
I would be a contractor responsible for the gas station in exchange for pay- 
ment of 7,000 shexels per month. I was forced to split this sum with three 
other young Arabs, so that each of us only gets 1,750 shekels."" Muhammad 
works 3 days a week from morning until midnight and lives in the oil products 
shed. On the days that he does not work at the gas station, he is idle in 
Gaza. He gets up at 9 or 10 in rhe morning, visits relatives and goes to 

a sports club to play-backgammon. In the evening he watches TV or listens 

to the radio, especially to the songs of Umm Kulthum. Muhammad has not seen 
a movie for more than a year. He does not go to the theater at all, because 
there simply is no theater in the Gaza Strip. 


When I asked how he gets along on his salary, he replied: "My wife makes do 
with less. She loves me and makes no absurd demands. She could live on 
onions alone." 


Muhammad is willing to admit that there has been economic progress in the 

Gaza Strip, "but even in black Africa there is proyress,'’ he says. ''The 
problem is that this progress is accompanied by the self destruction of 
Islamic ethical values. We have drawn from the modern world the bases of 
corruption and not science and progress. People have become much more materi- 
alistic than in the past. Values like good-neighborliness, friendship and 
charity are no longer common currency. The cementing of social ties and 
mutual assistance have been greatly reduced." 


According to him, there is a lot of money in the Gaza Strip, but it is con- 
centrated principally in the hands of a thin layer of rich people, orchard 
owners and merchants. They accomplished great things in the period of Israeli 
rule. On the other hand, other economic bodies such as import agencies, 
suffered. "Oniy someone who owns an orchard," says Muhammad, "can afford 

to send his children abroad to study. If I had money, I would be able to 

be a doctor." 


Muhammad tells me about the principal political groups that are active in 
the Gaza Strip--the Khomeynites, che leftists and the communists. He is 
sarcastic about the extreme religious groups. ''They do not do anything. 
They only talk," he says, "and still it is good that they exist, because 
there has to be someone to tend the fire of Islam.'’ Nevertheless, Muhammad 
is effusive in his praise of the leftists: "They set up workers institutes 
for the public good." 
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Muhammad first came to know Israelis with the outbreak of the Six Day War 
when he was 10. He stood by the border then and watched Israeli soldiers. 
After Nasir died in 1970, Muhammad learned that his beloved leader had been 
killed by an Israeli doctor, who was a spy and poisoned him as part of a 

plot with the Americans, who were interested in raising Sadat to power... 
There is no doubt that the “information” that Nasir was killed by an Israeli 
implanted in him deep feelings of hatred for Israel. The fact that he has 
known Israelis for such a long time has not basically altered these feelings. 
"We are now in a state of war. We can live alongside one another, but not 
within one another," he comments. Nevertheless, he is full of appreciation 
mexed with envy for Israel. "You are a strong country. You have the strongest 
army in the Miidle East." 


Like many young people in the Gaza Strip, Muhammad, too, was influenced by 
the rendezvous with Israel, especially in the social sphere, through two 
main channels: Israeli media and employment. Muhammad is especially in- 
terested in TV sportscasts. "All due respect to Israeli television, which 
devotes a lot of time to sport," Muhammad says. Of the radio broadcasts, 
he particularly likes the popular program "The two of us together but each 
separately."" He says: "I learn many important things about lief from this 
show. For example, how to relate to your wife and children in the matter 
of sex. I think that children need to know everything about this subject." 


This inclination of Muhammad's toward openness is anchored within a solid 
framework of the bounds of tradition and conservatism. Muhammad is angry 

at the moral decline which, according to him, characterizes the Arabs of the 
occupied territories who ure employed in Israel. Muhammad sees this decline 
in the area of sex and the spread of drug abuse and alcoholism. "Arabs who 
work in Israel turn to prostitution," he says. In his opinion, this moral 
decline is a result of the breaking of the dams of contact and friction with 
Israeli society in the wake of situations of pressure and isolation that 
prevailed in the Gaza Strip for a prolonged period. The growth in income 
and the fact that those people had money in their pockets--pushed them into 
lives of licentiousness. 


Still another explanation by Muhammad: The prolonged stay of Arab workers 

in Israel and the separation from their wives goad them into this kind of 
life. Among the Arabs employed in Israel there are many children. "If the 
matter were left to me," says Muhammad, "I would bring to trial all of those 
fathers who encouraged their sons to leave school and sent them to work in 
Israel. The fact that they were left without parental supervision encouraged 
them to do anything that occurred to them." 


In contrast to the hostility mixed with admiratior that he displays to 

Israel, in his attitude towards Israeli Arabs Muhammad shows nothing but 
contempt: "I cannot stand them. In my eyes they are inhuman." When you 

try to get at the meaning of this attitude towards Israeli Arabs, you find 
that behind the “spiritual motive" is concealed an element of materialistic 
competition. The Arabs of Israel see the Arabs of the territories as "foreign 
invaders" who threaten to steal their income and they therefore behave toward 
them accordingly. 
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Muhammad got married several months ago. The wedding was extravagant and fol- 
lowed the traditional pomp. "There was an abundance of everything," he 
relates. But it now weighs on him that the wed*ing left a long trail 

of monetary debts. "That pleasure cost me 14,0i shekels," he says. Muhammad 
invited his boss to the wedding, and the invitation included a tray full of 
good things. "My boss promised a gift, but thus far I nave seen nothing." 
Muhammad says with disappointment. 


Toward the end of the conversation, I try to clarify what Muhammad would 
like, and he answers without hesitation: "Freedom in a framework of law and 
equality." To my question as to how he would define himself, his identity: 
Is he a Palestinian, a Gazan, an Arab or an Egyptian, he answers: "First of 
all, I am a Palestinian."

PRESS COMMENTARY ON U.S. BOYCOTT OF LIBYAN OIL 
GF271259 Abu Dhabi WAM in Arabic 0602 GMT 27 Feb 82 


[Excerpts] Abu Dhabi, 27 Feb (WAM)--Two local papers comment today on the 
United States' decision to boycott Libyan oil. The papers request Arabs to 
review the decision and ask them not to let Libya face the U.S. threat alone. 
The papers say that this U.S. decision is an extension of hostile American 
stands against the Arabs. 


In its editorial, AL-ITTIHAD calls on OPEC states in general and its Arab 
members in particular to confront the U.S. threat to Libya and to put an end 
to this new conspiracy from the very start. The paper says: "What is 
happening to Libya is an example of what will be done with other OPEC states 
in general and Arab members in particular. Through this attitude, Washington 
means to say: I mean you and your neighbor must listen too. 


The paper stresses that the threat Libya faces today--because of the oil 
boycott and the military maneuvers--must draw our attention to what the 
United States has in store for whoever says "no" to it from among the Arabs 
or whoever objects to U.S. hegemony and support for the enemies of the Arabs. 


AL-KHALIJ, which is published in al-Shariaah, says in its editorial today 
that--in confrontation with these threats and in view of the Arab stand, 
which usually remains silent when an aggression occurs--Libya may actually 
resort to signing a friendship and cooperation treaty with the Soviet Union, 
at least in order to protect its economy and secure the equipment and instru- 
ments required for its oil. The paper expects that the United States would 
then propagate its known statement that Libya had been circling in the Soviet 
orbit. The United States would also seek to convince the Arabs to believe 
this. Some Arabs will actually believe it and forget that they did not support 
Libya when it was besieged by the U.S. aggression and that they did not 

stand against the United States when it bit part of our nation. 


The paper expresses wonder at the Arab silence toward the U.S. threats to 
Libya and expresses fear that the United States might interpret this silence 
to mean that the Arabs are afriad of it and that "some Arab states submit to 
it due to military and economic blackmail." The paper adds: "The United 
States can see the gap in the Arab ranks and has discovered that scores of 
gaps can be created through aggression at one time, threats at another or 
blackmail at another."

INTERVIEW WITH POLISARIO FRONT REPRESENTATIVE

Bimbi: "Mitterrand Has Given Example To Europe on Sahara"; date and place

[Text] "There is a close relationship between the defense of international 
peace and the realization of the peoples’ aspirations."' This was said by 
Sidi Mahmud, the Polsario Front'’s representative in Italy. Indeed, he does 
not conceal the fears of the Saharan Democratic Arab Republic (SDAR): ''The 
world situation,'’ he explained, "cannot fail to inspire anxiety and unease 
in us. It is increasingly characterized by the unbridled arms race, the 
multiplication of areas of tension and therefore by direct attacks on the 
peoples. These phenomena are seriously jeopardizing peaceful coexistence, 
threatening international detente and encouraging the expansionist policy to 
the detriment of the peoples' aspirations to freedom and independence." 


[Question] These topics are now at the center of a major mass peace movement 
in Europe--a movement which in many ways combats all threats to peace, what- 
ever their source. How do you, as a Third World liberation movement, as 
protagonists of such a different situation, judge this phenomenon? 


[Answer] We believe that at a time when there are serious threats to the 
world's future this movement is very important. We also believe that it can 
be a valid interlocutor for contairing the oppression suffered by so many 
peoples. I would like to stress til at it would be very useful if this peace 
movement extended its struggle to ‘ie issue of peoples’ liberaticn. In 
short, it is not only in Europe th. +: peace is threatened and defended. There 
can be different relations between you and us. 


[Question] Does that mean that you envisage the need for new relations based 
on solidarity and cooperation? Are you thinking about Mitterrand's France, 
which has reasserted its policy; instead of sending Jaguar fighter-bombers 

to attack you it has authorized the opening of your mission in Paris? 


[Answer] Yes, France now supports the Saharan cause whereas before, as you 
pointed out, it sent in its Jaguars. This change is a very important initial 
step. One significant example ot this is how the French people's desire for 
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change has managed even to neutralize Paris’ contribution to the war of 
repression in the West Sahara. 


[Question] Nevertheless, I feel that Morocco immediately found a new ally. 
I am referring to Hassan II's recent military agreements with the United 
States. 


[Answer] The U.S. backing for Morocco is nothing new. But of course this 
presence is now growing. This U.S. support, at a time when the OAU is 
working to force Rabat to hold a referendum on self-determination, as decided 
at Nairobi, is simply increasing Morocco's stubbornness. We regard the U.S. 
involvement in our region as a threat to peace in the Maghre» and even the 
Mediterranean. 


[Question] The major powers’ involvement always threatens to transform local 
conflicts and national liberation struggles such as yours into conflicts 
destabilizing for world peace as a whole. Even the nonalignment charac- 
teristic of the liberation movements becomes increasingly difficult under 
such conditions. 





[Answer] We are nonaligned. Our liberation struggle is directed against the 

Spanish colonial occupation. Our prime object is the liberation of our 

territory. To this end we will combat every form of outside intervention in 
1 


the conflict, which could cause disastrous consequences for aii the peoples 
of the region. 


[Question] Do you believe that Europe can play a role in preventing this 
extension of the conflict and in reaching a just and peaceful solution? 


[Answer] We consider relations with Europe to be very important. We enjoy 
the greatest support from the Nordic countries, Malta and now France and 
Greece too. The other EEC members have always abstained in UN votes. We 
believe that Italy could play an important role as a Mediterranean country 
in facilitating a peaceful solution based on the UN resolutions. 


[Question] What are the present chances of such a solution? 


[Answer] The OAU drafted a resolution at its 18th summit meeting in Nairobi, 
recommending a referendum based on a new willingness from the Moroccan king 
himself. In fact this willingness proved to be for ulterior motives. It 
prevented the OAU from recognizing the SDAR on that occasion, while no steps 
toward the holding of the referendum are to be seen. Even the OAU Imple- 
mentation Committee had to admit this at its 7-8 February meeting in Nairobi, 
when it pointed out that its efforts are being hindered by Morocco's 
stubbornness. Indeed, Rabat refuses to accept direct negotiations, to 
withdraw its troops or to accept an intemational supervision that would 
guarantee the referendum's freedom and an end to pressures and repression. 


[Question] The attainment of independence is certainly the prime and priority 
objective. But you have already established a state organization in the 
regions under your control ard are testing new forms of social organization. 

















[Answer] Yes, when Polisario was first formed a national blueprint was 
drafted with the intention of resolving the social problems. We are trying 
to transform Saharan society into a modern state. In this regard we can say 
that the SDAR has been the Saharan people's greatest achievement. The first 
political, economic and social (education, health and so forth) institutions 
have been created, partly taking into account various specific and unavoidable 
historical elements so that the building of a modern society is not a break 
with our history and culture. A society that we define as socialist. 


[Question] But what do you mean by socialism? Several different things 
can be embraced within this definition--from the "African socialism" of the 
50's and 60's to the model realized in the East European countries, from the 
social democratic experiences to the Eurocommunist formulation attempts. 


[Answer] We regard other peoples’ experiences as essential, just as we 
believe that our experiences are useful to others. But we reject all models. 
The model emerges from the experience of struggle and of social building.
